NAVAL SURGERY IN WAR. 

Comprehensive plans for the immediate care of sick 
and wounded men of the American Navy in times of war 
for both the Atlantic and Pacific .Oceans are being 
developed by the Navy Department under Surgeon Gen- 
eral Stokes, according to testimony given Saturday, Dec. 
10, before the House Committee on Naval Affairs. They 
contemplate the establishment of one great hospital base 
on each ocean; one hospital ship for each eight battle- 
ships and two or more transports to carry the wounded 
from the hospital ships to the hospital bases. No money 
is asked now to carry the plans into effect, the Surgeon 
General believing that all things necessary for the execu- 
tion: of the plans can be accomplished quickly at the 
outbreak of hostilities. All that is necessary now is to 
have definitely formulated plans. The Surgeon General 
recommended that Dr. Osler, the Mayo brothers, of 
Rochester, Minn.; Dr. Finney, of Baltimore; Dr. 
Richardson, of Boston, and other surgeons of inter- 
national reputation be commissioned officers in the Navy 
Medical Reserve. Under his plan for this reserve eminent 
surgeons will be given ‘commissions and titles in this 
reserve, but no pay except when ordered on active duty 
as in time of war. He has communicated with many 
of the gentlemen of the class indicated on the subject, 
and every one of them thinks well of the idea and ex- 
presses a willingness to join the reserve. The Surgeon 
General is now preparing a bill embodying his views in 
detail, and it will be introduced and referred to the 
Naval Committee in the near future. The committee is 
favorably inclined, and there seems to be no doubt that 
the proposition will receive a unanimous report. 

It was needless to point out, Surgeon General Stokes 
said, that the medical force on each battleship, consisting 
of a surgeon, his assistant and four or five orderlies, 
could not take. care of the average number of injured 
that might be depended upon to result from any sort of 
sustained action. The medical reserve hospital ships, 
flying the Red Cross flag, and therefore protected as 
non-combatants, are to co-operate, according to the 
Stokes plan, from two main hospital bases, one on the 
Pacific coast and one on the Atlantic coast, each capable 
of taking care of 4,000 wounded, the estimated average 
for a battle .fleet of sixteen vessels, all of which had 
participated in a general engagement. To each battle 
fleet of sixteen vessels four hospital ships would be 
attached. On the basis of interesting figures submitted 
by the Surgeon General of casualties in the various 
naval battles of the Russo-Japanese war, it is logical 
to expect in a hard fought contest an average of about 
250 dead and wounded men to each ship engaged. On 
this basis the four hospital ships to a battle fleet of 
sixteen would be able, after a battle, or during a lull, 
to remove'an average of 250 dead and wounded men: per 
ship in a total period of five hours for the entire fleet. 

The locations of the hospital bases have not been de- 
cided. Surgeon Gen. Stokes has been impressed with the 
advantages of Waikiki, Hawaii, for the Pacific base. There 
are at the present time three large hotels at this place 
which: could be converted into hospitals, and the climate 
and sanitation are excellent. No such advantageous 
point has been found on the Atlantic, although there are 
a number of places that could be used. The naval hos- 
pital bases. will be:in charge of surgeons and physicians 
drafted from the proposed Navy Medical Reserve, which 
would include sémhe 6f thé most noted surgeons, physicians 
and pathologists of the country. 
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The Secretary of the Department of Agriculture re- 
ports that in 1910 our farms yielded $8,926,000,000, an 
increase. of $305,000,000, The cereals amounted to 5,140,- 





896,000 bushels, valued at $2,710,000,000. Corn yielded 
$1,500,000,000; cotton, $900,000,000; hay, $720,000,- 
000; wheat, $625,000,000; oats, $380,000,000; potatoes, 
$328,787,000; sugar; ~ $97,000,000; barley, $97,000,000 ; 
tobacco, $95,000,000. The farm value of the cereal crops 
declined $230,000,000 in 1910 from 1909, and the value 
of all crops. declined $119,000,000. A gain was made, 
however, in the value of animal products amounting to 
$424,000,000, making the net gain $305,000,000. The 
Secretary: says: “Nothing but omniscience can grasp the 
value of the farm products of this year.” 





While the New York Globe admits that “there is doubt- 
less something to be said for the ARMy AND NAvy 
JOURNAL’S point of view that the real lesson of our 
enormous annual pension roll is the economy of ample 
preparation during peaceful times for, war,” it still be- 
lieves that the annual cost to the taxpayer of greater 
military preparedness would be likely at least to offset 
any possible saving in pensions, so that on the score of 
pension. roll economy, even though entire military pre- 
paredness made all nations afraid to fight, little, if any. 
actual saving would result. “As a simple profit and loss 
scheme,” it says, “paying 100,000 men $13 [$15 plus] 
a month for preserving peace so as to avoid paying a less 
number of veteran pensioners $8 a month is not particu- 
larly alluring.” Any ‘insurance might be viewed in the 
same light. If our fire departments were made so effi- 
cient. that practically no fire losses occurred it might 
appear to the economical as absurd to sperd millions to 
prevent conflagrations that might, after all, cost less 
than the maintenance of the fire fighters. So with the 
police departments of the large cities. If they should 
become so watchful that crime would virtually disappear 
the cry might well be raised whether it was worth while 
to pay for these men with uniforms, clubs and revolvers 
for the sake of preserving a peace which, if broken, might 
cost less than the support of. the police. The remedy of 
the Globe is so easy that it becomes useless. It says, “The 
way to get rid of the pension roll is to stop fighting.” 
That is equivalent to saying, “The.way to stop this 
outlay for police is to be good,” or the way to avoid 
the necessity for spending millions on fire departments is 
not to be careless about fires. Really the remedy of the 
Globe should be phrased thus: “The way to get rid of 
pension rolls is for all people to think alike.” Wars are 
simply the result of different ways of looking at the same 
question. When the time comes that all people will think 
alike on questions of international concern then war will 
disappear from the earth. Likewise when that time 
comes there will be no need of police, and it may even 
be that we shall then all be so wise that fire will always 
be our servant, never our master. 
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Gen. Ernest von Reichenau, of the German army, who, 
in his capacity as an officer of the Ehrhardt Company, 
manufacturers of guns and ammunition, is visiting this 
country to witness some experiments at Sandy Hook, is 
reported in the daily papers as having expressed some 
opinions concerning our military affairs. As to the 
possibility of war with Japan he would venture no 
opinion, but he said: “I can say that America is not 
prepared for war, and that is bad.” The German General 
commended General Wood’s plan for a reserve army, and 
expressed the opinion that we should ultimately have 
universal conscription, first in England and then in the 
United States. “It is a necessity.” “Then you don’t 
think the time for disarmament is approaching?” he was 
asked. ‘Let me ask you,” and he shook his forefinger in 
emphasis, “will the time ever come when men cease to 
eat? No. Well, a great many people think civilization 
and peace are one and the same. It is just the opposite. 
The richer a nation becomes the more she must arm 
herself, A poor man doesn’t need protection; it is the 
rich man who must defend his goods. So with the nations. 
War is a natural function, a law of nature. We see it 
all around us in the struggle for existence, the struggle 
of life itself, It is necessary to prepare for war in peace, 
You can’t count on militia; you must have an army, so 
mustered and equipped that it can be mobilized on the 
frontiers in the shortest possible time.” 'The remark of 
H. H. Rogers, on his recent return from Germany, that 
the American Army was employing tactics 200 years old, 
General yon Reichenau did not agree with. He explained 
that the American Army, what there was of it, was up 
to date, but that on account of its lack of size it could 
not practice those maneuvers which made a large army 
most effective, and which were necessary in these days 
for the successful conduct of war. 
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Commissary. General Sharpe is making an effort to 
extend the raised bread line, that is to say, decrease the 
time during which, under war conditions, the Army will 
be compelled to use hard bread, or hardtack. For haver- 
sack rations so far no improvement over the hard bread 
that is now issued to the Army has been discovered. 
Some time ago the. cooking school at Washington 
produced a hard raised bread which is very palatable. 
There is no question now that this bread will keep for 
a considerable length of time, and by soaking in water 
or heating become as delicious as the best home made 
light bread. But this bread cannot be produced except 
in large factories or bakeries. It requires considerable 


: machinery to manufacture this bread, and it would be 


impossible to produce it on the field. What the Com- 
missary General is looking for is an improved form of 


‘ raised bread that can be made in the field ovens of the 
“Army, The expert cooks of the Army are now working 


on a bread which will comply with these specifications, 





and General Sharpe is confident that their efforts will be 
crowned with success. It will not be necessary for this 
bread to be of such a nature as that it will keep for 
over two or three weeks. At the same time it must be 
an improvement over the ordinary light or raised bread 
in this respect. The French army has such an article 
in its emergency rations, and it is thought with some 
change this bread will be suitable to the use of the 
American Army. 





In a polite communication to the department heads 
of the Army, General Wood let it be known that the 
President and Secretary of War are anxious to secure 
the passage of the Additional Officers bill as outlined 
in the annual report of the Chief of Staff. This commu- 
nication was sent at the direction of President Taft, and 
was for the purpose of preventing any confusion in the 
plans of the War Department. If the Additional Officers 
bill should be passed at this session, the other legislation, 
in order of its importance, will be taken up by the Presi- 
dent and the Department. The position of the President, 
Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff does not amount 
to disapproval of other legislation proposed by the de- 
partments, but this plan of concentrating all the influence 
of the War Department upon one measure has been 
adopted because it is thought that it will be more effec- 
tive, and result in securing more legislation for the Army, 
than to permit each of the departments to work indepen- 
dent of the General Staff. 





The Navy Department asks for the repeal of Sections 
15388, 1539, R.S., as antiquated and inapplicable to 
present conditions, so that the better methods adopted 
since their passage in 1861 may. be employed uniformly 
in determining the necessity for and the appropriateness 
of repairs to naval vessels. The sections referred to require 
the action of an examining board before more than $3,000 
can be expended on the hull and spars of any vessel and 
not-more than $1,000 on the sails and rigging. In 1861 
naval vessels were constructed of wood, and sails were 
the principal means of propulsion, and the largest of the 
vessels had a displacement of about 5,200 tons. They 
were, as a whole, simple and inexpensive structures com- 
pared with the modern ships. In comparison with cost, 
an expenditure of $3,000 for repairs to hull and spars or 
$1,000 for repairs to sails and rigging was a considerable 
item, while those sums are inconsequential compared with 
the cost of a modern battleship or armored cruiser and 
its rigging.

In a hearing before the Naval Committee of the House 
Dec. 8 Rear Admiral Mason told the committee that 
$1,800,000 of the $5,000,000 saving shown in the Secre- 
tary’s report was the result of the fact that the two 
new battleships—the Texas and the New York—author- 
ized last spring, were five months behind the ships 
previously authorized. Were it not for this delay, he 
said, it would be necessary to ask for an additional 
$1,890,000 for armor and armament, in addition to that 
already submitted in the estimates. The Admiral said 
he could get along with $20,000 less than the estimate 
for fire-control, and the $2,000 asked for a bulkhead at 
the naval magazine at St. Juliens Creek, Va., could be 
taken out of last year’s contingent fund. 

The Secretary of the Navy has asked Congress to 
increase the limit of cost for the battleship Florida to 
$6,400,000, an increase of $400,000, adding this amount 
to the Urgent Deficiency bill. This will not require 
additional funds at this time, owing to the margin be- 
tween the limit of cost of the Utah and the actual cost, 
the contract price for which is $3,946,000, or $180.80 per 
ton of normal displacement. The Florida will cost 
$293.24 per ton. “

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The inspectors of target practice of the Navy are 
engaged in the revision of the rules for small-arms prac- 
tice for the Navy, to go into effect on Jan. 1. Aside 
from the correction of defects in the rules discovered by 
Service tests, a number of changes will be made which 
it is thought will improve and broaden small-arms practice 
in the Navy. A new course is to be added for expert 
pistol shots. This provides for slow time and rapid fire 
at fifteen, twenty-five and fifty yard distances. The 
marksman’s course is to be extended to 500 yards. The 
present limit of range for this course is 300 yards. No 
change is to be made in the requirements of the other 
courses, 








At a meeting of a special board Major John E. Me- 
Mahon, 6th Field Art., Capt. Frank Wilcox, 30th Inf., 
and Capt. Frank R. Coy, 3d Cav., were designated to 
fill the prospective vacancies that will occur on the 
General Staff for the year 1911. The board which made 
these details consisted of Major Gen. Leonard Wood, 
Chief of Staff; Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, Chief of 
Coast Artillery; Brig. Gen. W. W. Wotherspoon, presi- 
dent Army War College; Brig. Gen. Ramsay D. Potts 
and Brig.

The officers of. the Mexican army are soon to don new 
uniforms, says the Daily Herald, Mexico City. The 
contract for supplying them has been awarded. The 
entire set of uniforms—that is, the fatigue, half dress 
and full dress—is to be changed radically. It is thought 
that the full dress will be a combination of a light blue 
coat and gray trousers, while the fatigue suit probably 
will be a light cadet gray. 
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Arms and the Man is publishing expert opinions on 
the subject of light and mirage in long distance rifle 
shooting. First Lieut. George C. Shaw, 27th U.S. Inf., 
thinks that the dark target does not require a higher 
elevation than a light one, provided the point of aim is 
the same. With the same elevation a shot on a light 
target will go higher than one on a dark target, not 
because the target is light, but because the target being 
light, one holds closer to the “bull” than he would if 
the target were dark. With the same hold, that is, witk 
the front sight resting in the same place on the target, 
the shots will hit in the same place whether the targei 
be light or dark. A dark sight wiil not give lower eleva- 
tions than a light sight, provided you see the same 
amount of front sight through your rear sight every time, 
The shots go high, not because the sight is dark, but 
because the same amount of front sight is not seen as 
when the rear sight is light. If the rifleman will think 
and try to see the sights the same each time regardless 
of changes of light (and this can be done as a rule) his 
shots will strike the same. With a mirage boiling 
straight up shots will go no higher than the temperature 
and wind should make them. Lowering the elevation 
when the mirage boils straight up is due to the tempera- 
ture and wind, and not to the mirage. The mirage never 
boils straight up for any length of time, so if one will 
wait a bit it will begin to run from one side or the other 
in a decided manner, and one can set his windage accord- 
ingly. Concluding, Lieutenant Shaw says: “It is my 
experience that changes of light may affect your sighting, 
but not the flight of the bullet. Temperature and wind 
but not mirage cause changes in elevations.” Lieut. 
Morton C. Mumma, 2d Cav., says: “In my personal ex- 
perience I have found that a change of light produces 
absolutely no effect on a succeeding shot if I wait about 
half a minute and let my eye focus for the change, which 
it always does.” It is a problem for each man to work 
out according to the peculiarities of his eyesight. With 
a boiling mirage Lieutenant Mumma has found it neces- 
sary to slightly lower the elevation because the target 
seems to get displacement upward, thus giving a higher 
point to the aim. William C. Harllee thinks that bright 
lights and mirage require higher elevations. He says: 
“Some men of very acute vision do not require any 
change at all for differences in light conditions, but such 
men are very rare.” Colonel Upton, of the Massachusetts 
team, agrees with Lieutenant Shaw.

A circular has been issued inviting those interested to 
unite in forming what is to be known as “The Kamiti- 
Ju Ja Big Game Club.” It is proposed to purchase two 
estates, the Ju Ja Farm and the Kamiti Ranch, both 
located near Nairobi, British East Africa, and well 
known as the scene of Theodore Roosevelt's hunting 
adventures. The purchase will include the Kamiti-Ju Ja 
Big Game Club. the home estates, the Ju Ja town house, 
store and stables in Nairobi, together with all stock, 
implements and equipment on these properties, for the 
purposes of continuing the largest shooting estate in 
the world for big game of all species, and of maintaining 
the already existing clubhouse and shooting boxes for 
hunting expeditions by members. It is intended, in 
addition, to lease shooting rights sufficient to control the 
hunting privileges of over 500,000 acres abounding in 
every species of wild game. There will also be grounds 
for polo, golf, cricket and tennis, with three race meet- 
ings each year and access to the social activities of the 
colonial capital of Nairobi. The corporation will issue 
500 shares of stock at a par value of $1,000, each share 
entitling the purchaser to the usual club privileges with 
no yearly dues. The $500,000 will provide for the pur- 
chase of the property and leave a surplus of $100,000. 
Colonel Roosevelt is sporsor for the enterprise, and the 
Earl of Lonsdale will serve as an advisory director: also, 
if desired, the owners of the two properties, Mr. W. N. 
MeMillan and Mr. Hugh H. Heatley. Here is an open- 
ing for such of our readers as are fond of hunting big 
game and are not afraid of rhinos and hippos, lions and 
other devouring wild beasts. 
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Asking for a law that will regulate the sale of vino 
throughout the Philippine Islands, Brig. Gen. Daniel H. 
Brush, U.S.A., commanding the Department of the 
Visayas, says that natives and Chinese are carefully 
protected by law against the opium habit, but soldiers 
are protected from vino in only two of the provinces 
of the archipelago. The record system described in 
G.O. 92, W.D., 1909, is not altogether satisfactory. A 
more liberal use of additionals would improve it. One 
record division for each headquarters seems to him best. 
The need of an officer of the I1.G. Department is empha- 
sized. Summary court trials have materially decreased, 
owing to the larger use of summary punishment. The 
department is in much need of a veterinarian for the 
examination and condemnation of unfit horses at the 
different posts, the majority of the mounts being old Cav- 
alry horses. A lighter pattern of marching shoes more 
suitable to the climate is recommended. The puttees 
have been found a satisfactory substitute for canvas 
leggins. The khaki made in the United States has not 
been satisfactory,. while the clothing made in Manila 
from the English khaki has been good. Authority to 
suspend the savings privilege in the matter of subsist- 
ence stores should be vested in the Division C.O. The 
health of the troops steadily impreves, a marked de- 
crease being noted in the admission and non-effective 
rates. 








It would appear that a rear admiral of the Navy 
might find more fitting occupation than that of pro- 
moting the interests of an oil company by permitting 
it to use his rank, his title and his portrait, as well 
as his services. Admiral Evans is apparently seeking 
to justify his office as an oil company president by de- 
claring his belief that within one year oil will go to one 
dollar, as he is renorted by the Bakersfield Oil Cali- 
fornian. Of this the California Oil World of Dec. 1, 
1910, says: “It is not in the ecards: it is an impos- 
sible shot. Gentle reader, do you ask why? We will 
inform you, gentle reader. Listen and wise un. Should 
the price of oil advance halfwav to the dollar mark, 
say to seventy-five cents, many who are now purchasing 
at distant points would be barred from its nse and, the 
demand thus being lessened. the price would feel a strong 
downward pressure. At the same time, the temntation 
to produce more and more oil would be irresistible, and 
money. which in oil means further development, would 
pour into the fields from every corner of the earth. 
Not a string, not a driller, not a toolie, not even a mule 


would be idle. All would be on the keen jump to get 
more oil. The camps would pulsate with the energy 
of the farm in harvest time to get more oil. The trains, 
the hotels, the bars—harbor—would be packed, jammed 
with the wild-eyed horde determined to get more oil. 
Passionate eagerness actuated by the vision of millions 
would lug and tug to get more oil. Would not more 
oil be got? More oil would be got. Rivers of it. Oceans 
of it. Slathers of it. The richness of the California oil 
country is such that in a short time the response to 
effort would be overwhelming and operators would be 
engulfed in a flood of their own creation. These things 
the old-time oil man knows, and but recently he has 
gone through this experience, brought about, by the way, 
by a market not of one dollar and not. three-quarters, 
but of sixty cents. What, then, in this event would 
become of the price? Drop the curtain, put away the 
puppets, off with the| masks and tinsel and the fripper- 
les—the show is over. The audience flows into the 
street. The lights go out, the house is dark. The dog 
watch ticks eight bells. Oh, you sailor!” 





A broad smile ought to spread itself over the Services 
at the statement in the annual report of the Surgeon 
General of the Navy, that some officers have been using 
members of the Hospital Corps to give them rub-downs 
during their performance of the physical tests. These 
officers were attached to the Puget Sound and the Ports- 
mouth (N.H.) stations. They were but little beyond 
middle age, yet they planned their routes so that they 
might partake of frequent refreshment, as well as obtain 
the rub-downs. These arrangements may account for the 
fact that the senior medical officers of those stations 
were able to report to the Surgeon General that “the 
older officers completed the test with comparatively less 
difficulty than the younger officers,” and that “the older 
officers, at its end, were in better condition than those 
younger.” Then the Surgeon General makes this ironical 
observation: “These luxuries would hardly obtain in 
expeditionary service, and are not believed to have been 
contemplated in the order.” It is, perhaps, fortunate 
for the Hospital Corps that the Surgeon General thus 
mildly disapproves these luxurious appurtenances of a 
compliance with the physical test order, else the practice 
might spread throughont the Services, and we should find 
in time an imperious demand on Congress to increase the 
Hospital Corps or establish a Corps of Rubbers for the 
sole use of officers taking the physical test.

As to ordering retired Army officers to duty, a corre- 
spondent very pertinently asks: “Would it be just to 
retire an officer one day on account of disability and the 
next day demand that he resume his duties, requiring 
him, owing to the fact of his losing his health or limbs in 
performance of said duties, to forever remain without 


advancement? Again. take the case of an officer who 
has been in the Service most of his life, has raised a 
small family and lived up to his pay, supposing as long 
as he did his duty his family need not want. Now this 
man is retired for some physical disability on three- 
quarters pay, without house, fuel or light, which he 
received while in active service. In order to support his 
family he is obliged to do what he can, as far as his 
health will permit. Consequently he endeavors to get 
seme employment to add to his allowance, but what is 
he to do if at any time he is subject to be ordered to 
duty? Would he not be obliged to let his farm, his 
store or whatever business he has undertaken to do go 
to rack and ruin? Officers are not retired without they 
have lost their health or limbs in fulfilment of their 
duties; for other reasons they are court-martialed and 
dropped. If the Government requires officers, after 
being retired, to resume active duty, should it not rein- 
state them in the position they would have held had they 
not been) retired?” 








Business organizations of Cincinnati, Covington and 
Newport, Ky., have prepared’ a memorial urging the 
retention of Fort Thomas as a military post on account 
of the many visitors it attracts to Cincinnati and the 
trade a regiment of soldiers brings to the business com- 
munity. The Cincinnati Enquirer suggests the instituting 
of a semi-public military academy for the benefit of boys 
in the Middle Western states, who would be trained 
under the direction of competent officers of the Regular 
Army. he garrison has facilities for 1,500 students, 
and the faculty and the property could, it is claimed, be 
borrowed for such purposes from the Government without 
any cost. € main expense would be the equipment for 
educational purposes. “A military academy would do 
more,” it says, “to enhance the fame of Fort Thomas 
from a social and monetary standpoint than an entire 
regiment of soldiers. It would be a more popular rendez- 
vous than at any time since the return of the famous old 
6th Infantry from the battlefields of Santiagg and El 
Caney. The Regular Army has numerous retired officers 
of high technical ability who undoubtedly would offer 
themselves as members of the faculty on account of the 
location of Fort Thomas and the quarters that are avail- 
able for the officers.”

Major Stephen I’H. Slocum, U.S.A., the American 
military attaché, left St. Petersburg, Russia, last week 
to take up the same post in London. A St. Petersburg 
correspondent of the Sun says: “He has been here since 
1907, when the gigantic task of reorganizing the Russian 
army began. It has just been completed, and as he leaves 
Major Slocum agrees with the most competent opinion 
that the work has been well done. It entailed the ap- 
plication of radically new principles. The reserve is 
abolished altogether. In the standing force there are 
1,400,000 men, including two new army corps. The 
scheme of mobilization and strategy has been adjusted 
to the new political grouping of the European Powers 
and the Turco-Persian situation. The capacity of the 
imperial railroads and prompt mobilization on a great 
scale remain to be tested. The experimental mobiliza- 
tion at Kars of an army corps to test its readiness in 
controlling the Turco-Persian frontier is now in prog- 
ress.” 
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Robert Louis Philippe Eugéne Ferdinand d’Orléans, 
Due de Chartres, a brother of the late Comte de Paris, 
is dead. He was the uncle of Philippe, Due d’Orléans, 
the French pretender, who lives at Twickenham, England. 
He himself lived at 27 rue Jean Goujon, Paris, and he 


had a country vlace near Chantilly. With his brother, 
the Comte de Paris, he! came to America in 1861, ‘under 
the tutelage of their uncle, Prince de Joinville, the 


French naval commander, who brought the body of 
Napoleon from St. Helena to Paris. The Due and his 
brother were appointed captains and aides-de-camp in 
the Army, and es such served on the staff of General 
McClellan during the Peninsular campaign, and resigned 
in 1863, returaing to England. The Comte de Paris, is 
his writings on his experiences in America, has shown 
himself a strong partisan of General McClellan, ardently 
upholding his capacity as a commander. This was not 
the only military service that the Duc de Chartres saw, 
since immediately after graduating from the military 
school of Turin in 1859 he served in the Piedmontese 
army during the Italo-Austrian war, and was present at 
Solferino. Later he distinguished himself under an 
assumed name in the Franco-Prussian war. 
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Brilliant, speedy polo was seen at Fort Sam Houston, 
Tex., Dec. 4, by one of the largest crowds ever gathered 
to witness an exhibition of that sport. In the regular 
game the 3d Artillery officers overcame a handicap 
given the 3d Cavalry, six goals, and won by the score 
of 12 to 6. The new ponies received showed that they 
are the real thing, staying on the ball in a manner that 
indicated their breeding and training. The crowd mar- 
veled at the remarkable intelligence displayed by the 
animals, and the contesting officers were greatly aided 
in their work by this cleverness of their mounts. Ar- 
rangements are being made for a big polo game and 
gymkana Christmas Day. No admission will be charged 
to the exexrcises, but refreshments will be served to 
holders of tickets, whose sale will be with the view to 
aiding the finances of the polo club. 
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Mr. John S. Byrne, post secretary of the Fort Wads- 
worth Department of the Army Branch, Y.M.C.A., is also 
in charge of a technical school at the post, designed to 
meet the needs of the Coast Artilleryman desirous of 
taking the examinations for ratings calling for elemen- 
tary electrical training. This is a most useful innovation, 
and the schedule for the coming season includes the 
following: Applied electricity, including workshop prac- 
tice; making and assembling simple instruments; bells, 
telephones and wireless apparatus; wiring and jointing. 
The duration of the course is six months. Fee one dollar 
per month, or five dollars for the course, payable in 
advance. In connection with the technical school a 
completely equipped workshop and instrument room have 
been provided. A number of entertainments have been 
arranged, including lectures on scientific subjects, moving 
pictures, ete. 
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The following interesting comment is from the letter 
of an intelligent observer revisiting Germany after an 
interval of a number of years: “We are very much 
interested in the changes in Germany; * * * every- 
where we meet drummers—alert, prosperous—and many 
of them drink only water or a small bottle of wine at 
dinner. To-day in this conservative town (Stuttgart) 
they served beer in small lemonade glasses at dinner, 
and nowhere have we seen steins'in use at hotels or in 
restaurants. Tall tumblers, but holding very little, are 
usual. The Germans are wide-awake; their factories 
driving night and day, they have no time to get drunk 
and they want their brains clear for business purposes. 
Business interest is accomplishing what endless temper- 
ance associations could not.” 


Brig. Gen. H. H. Bandholtz, chief of Philippine Con- 
stabulary (Captain 2d. U.S. Inf.) mentions in orders, 
Privates Domingo Tugab and Joaquin Otao, First Con- 
stabulary of Nueva Viscaya, for coolness and good judg- 
ment displayed in a trying situation. On the road be- 
tween Diadi and Bascaran, Nueva Viscaya, while on 
patrol duty on September 1, 1910, they encountered a 
band consisting of more than a hundred men led by Sim- 
eon Mandac. An effort was made to persuade these 
soldiers to join the band, and on their refusal the band 
endeavored to surround them, whereupon they retreated 
to a position in the rice fields and opened fire, and held 
the outlaws off until the arrival of a column of Con- 
stabulary. 
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China is reported to have established a navy depart- 
ment in place of the tentative board heretofore conducting 
naval affairs. Its head is Prince Tsai Hsun, uncle of 
the Emperor, who recently visited the United States. His 
recommendations for the reorganization have been ap- 
proved. The general staff of the Chinese army will also 
be reorganized along modern lines, as proposed by Gen- 
eral Yin-Tohang, its president, formerly Minister to 
Germany. China appears to have reached the conclusion 
that she must develop her military forces if she is to seek 
an alliance with the United States on an equal footing. 











The Geneva correspondent of the London Chronicle 
reports that artillery and troops from Fort Savatan, near 
St. Maurice, while maneuvering at an altitude of nearly 
8,500 feet, were overwhelmed by a snowstorm and obliged 
to abandon four guns. The men hastily descended to the 
huts at Riondal, where they stayed snowbound for two 
days. On returning to the hills they failed to find the 
guns under the snow and abandoned the search. There 
the guns will remain until the first melting of the snows 
in spring. 
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Brig. Gen. William Crozier, U.S.A., Chief of Ordnance, 
in Ordnance Order No. 14, dated Nov. 26, 1910, issued 


'a list of ordnance sergeants, showing the station of each, 


date of appointment, etc. There are 160 ordnance 
sergeants in the list, and the senior is Charles W.

Woods, on duty at Fort Mott. N.J... is the last appoint- 
ment, and it was made Sept. 9, 1910.

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WHO SHALL COMMAND THE MARINES? 


We referred last week (page 416) to the opinion of 
the Attorney General of the United States, dated Nov. 
30, 1910, concerning the successor to Major Gen. George 
F. Elliott, Commandant U.S. Marine Corps. The At- 
torney. General was asked (1) whether Major Gen. 
George F. Elliott could legally be retained in his office 
of commandant of the Marine Corps until his successor is 
appointed? (2) Whether an officer on the active list of 
the Marine Corps could be temporarily detailed to fill the 
vacancy, with authority to transact official business and 
sign orders and correspondence as “acting commandant, 
U.S. Marine Corps’? (3) Whether an officer on the 
active list or retired list of the Marine Corps could be 
detailed temporarily to transact the business connected 
with the office of the commandant, but to sign orders and 
correspondence “by direction of the Secretary of the 
Navy’? The Attorney General quotes the Acts of July 
1, 1902, and May 13, 1908, and says: 

“It thus appears that Congress has- repeatedly passed 
legislation dealing particularly with the personnel of the 
officers of the Marine Corps, and especially with the 
commandant, designating from what class of officers 
vacancies shall be filled, and expressly requiring that 
the commandant shall be selected from the active list of 
officers. In speaking of filling a vacancy no qualifying 
word is used to indicate that reference is had to only 
permanent appointments, and the statutes were apparently 
intended to apply to all appointments to perform the 
duties of the office, whether permanent or. for a limited 
period of time. 

“It is a well recognized principle of construction that 
‘an act which relates especially to a particular subject is 
not modified or repealed by a subsequent general statute, 
though such general statute might, in the absence of the 
special one, apply to the matter to which it relates, 
unless the intention of the legislative body to the contrary 
is made clearly manifest. (Endlich Inter. Stat., Section 
223: 36 Cyc., 1987.) 

“But not only is there nothing in this very general pro- 
vision of the Act of 1900 to indicate that Congress in- 
tended for it to apply to a vacancy in the office of com- 
mandant of the Marine Corps, but some of the special 
statutes relating to this office, which show that no change 
in making appointments thereto was contemplated, have 
been enacted.since the passage of the said act. 

“If full effect were given to the broad provisions of 
that act, the result would be most far-reaching and ex- 
traordinary. In the present case General Elliott, though 
on the retired list, might be assigned for an indefinite 
period to perform the duties of commandant of the 
Marine Corps, when he could not be so assigned without 
appointment to the position if he were on the active list, 
though the statutes clearly contemplate that its duties 
= not be performed by an officer not on the active 
ist. 

“Sections 177, 178, 179 and 180, Revised Statutes, 
provide that the positions of chiefs of bureaus shall not 
be filled by officers below, certain grades; yet, under the 
construction contended for, when an officer below the 
specified grades is retired he, though ineligible before, 
might at ones be assigned by the Secretary of the Navy 
to the head of a bureau; and as there is no limitation 
as to the length of time a vacancy may exist, the as- 
signment might become practically permanent. 

“It cannet be believed that Congress meant for any 
such effect to be given to this general act; and I under- 
stand that your department has never so interpreted it, 
but has treated it as applying only to duties with refer- 
ence to which there exists no special legislation. 

“IT am therefore constrained to answer the first two 
questions in the negative.” 

With reference to the manner and by whom the duties 
of the office shall be administered during the vacancy 
the Attorney General quotes Section 1621, R.S.. the 
decision of the U.S. Supreme Court in U.S. vs. Dunn 
(120 U.S., 249, 253), and an opinion prepared by So- 
licitor General Bowers Oct. 6, 1909 (28 Op. A.G., 19). 
and says: “Clearly, therefore, in the absence of a special 
order from the President detaching the Marine Corps 
for service with the Army, the office of commandant is 
under the direct supervision and control of the Secretary 
of the Navy, and its duties may be performed by him 
or by the Acting Secretary. (Swaim vs. United States, 
165 U.S., 558.) But these duties must be performed 
under his supervision, and not independently by some 
one detailed by him for that purpose; and I think, there- 
fore, the orders and correspondence should be signed by 
the Secretary of the Navy or the Acting Secretary in 
person. 
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PULSIFER’S NAVY YEAR BOOK. 


The eighth annual edition of Pitman Pulsifer’s Navy 
Year Book is in the hands of the Government Printing 
Office, and will shortly be distributed under the provi- 
sion in the Sundry Civil Appropriation Act of last 
session. The future annual publication of the book by 
Mr. Pulsifer was provided for with quotas for the Senate, 
the House of Representatives and the Navy Department. 
Beside the annual naval appropriation laws, which are 
printed in full and indexed, the book contains tables 


which comprehend information on about all subjects in 
connection with ships and personnel of our Navy and 
many details of the other great navies. Each year, as 
the scope enlarges, new tables are given, This year 
among the new tables are: Distances! from navy yard to 
navy yard; details as to Isthmian and Suez canals; list 
of acts relating to retirement of naval officers and men 
and officers of Marine Corps and of Army; acts creating 
grades of admirals and vice admirals and list of officers 
appointed. 





‘The total of annual appropriations for the Navy from. 


1883 to 1910, inclusive, twenty-eight years, has been 
$1,547,489.202.68, with additional appropriations $164,- 
104,422.48, making a total of $1,711,593,725.16. Within 
this time 207 naval vessels have been authorized, having 
a total displacement of 1,044,192 tons, making their 
average cost per ton, including all appropriations for 
naval purposes in twenty-eight years, $1,640. The 
largest vessels authorized in 1883 were the Chicago, of 
4,500 tons; two protected cruisers, of 3,000 tons each, 
and a despatch boat of 1,480 tons. a total of 11,986 tons. 
This year two first class battleships of 27.000 tons have 
been authorized. Our battleships have thus advanced 
from 10,288 tons in 1890, 11,346 tons in 1892, 11.520 
tons in 1895, 11,552 tons in 1896, 12.500 tons in 1898, 
14,948 in 1899, 16.000 in 1902, 1903. 1904. 1905, 20,000 
tons in 1906, 1907 21,825, and in 1908 26,000 tons to 
the proposal for this year for two 27,000-ton battleships. 
Our protected cruisers advanced from 4,083 tons in 1885 
to 9,700 tons in 1900, since when none have been author- 
ized. Our armored cruisers, of 8,150 tons in 1888, were 
14,500 tons when the last one was authorized in 1904, 


in which year the size of the battleship was only 16,000 
tons. The torpedoboat destroyer, first authorized in 
1898, has advanced since then from 420 tons to 

tons. No torpedoboats have been authorized since 1900. 
In all thirty-six submarines have been authorized, com- 
mencing with June 7, 1900. Of our battleships the 
Texas and Indiana are fifteen years old, the Massachu- 
setts and Oregon fourteen, the Iowa thirteen, the 
Alabama, Kearsarge and Kentucky ten, the Wisconsin 
and Illinois nine, the Maine eight and the Missouri seven, 
the Ohio six and the others less than four years old. 
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NAVAL HISTORY SOCIETY. 


In his annual report the secretary and treasurer of the 
Naval History Society says: 

“The efforts of the executive committee during the 
past year have been devoted mainly to reaching persons 
who might be interested in the aims of the society. The 
president had mentioned at the last meeting that this 
would probably constitute their sole duty during the first 
year, and the indefatigable energy and industry of Ad- 
miral Goodrich have borne out this statement. Words 
cannot express adequately what he has accomplished, nor 
can the society underestimate the many hours that he 
spent working in its interests. The membership of the 
society now comprises four honorary members, one patron, 
twenty-two life members and seventy-three annual mem- 
bers. In addition to those who have already joined, 
several others have signified their intention of so doing. 

“Several valuable gifts of papers have been received by 
the society. Mr. John W. Philip has presented copies of 
some letters written by his father, Capt. John W. Philip, 
of the Texas, while off the coast of Cuba, in the late 
war; Lieut. Col. Henry H. Humphreys has sent copies of 
correspondence in his possession relating to the construc- 
tion of the early American frigates and of letters of 
Joshua Humphreys. A number of photographs of officers 
have also been received, while Admiral Goodrich has been 
entrusted with the care of some manuscripts which he is 
to turn over to the society after they have been examined 
by him.”

SYNOPSIS OF NAVY PERSONNEL BILL. 


Section 1—Bases the personnel on the total serviceable 
tonnage, built and authorized, now about 1,200,000 tons. 

Section 2—The maximum limit of the enlisted per- 
sonnel to be 100 men for every 2,000 tons. The actual 
number to be approved by Congress each year. 

Section 3—The maximum limit of the line personnel, 
including midshipmen, to be five for every 2,000 tons. 

Section 4—Establishes the proportions of officers in 
the various grades. In a total of 100 there would be:

Section 5—The total number of flag officers to be 
distributed in grades in the proportion of one admiral to 
three vice admirals to twelve rear admirals.

Section 6—Fixes the pay and allowances of flag offi- 
cers.

Section 10—Promotions by seniority to fill vacancies 
as now, except that on July 1 of each year additional 
promotions may be made on completion of the total 
service as above. - 

Section 11—While the intermediate grades are short, 
there are to be no promotions for length of service, ex- 
cept of ensigns after three years’ service in their grade, 
one of a certain limited number of captains, as provided 
ater. 

Section 12—While the intermediate grades are short, 
these grades nevertheless are arranged among them- 
selves in the same proportions as provided in Section 4, 
but the present strength of any grade is not thereby to 
be reduced. 

Section 13—Provides a board organized as under 
existing law to select out the excess of flag officers due 
to the promotion of captains for length of service on 
July 1 of each year. “Ihe provisos are for the purpose 
of preventing the promotion of a large number of cap- 
tains on July 1 following the passage of the bill. During 
the first few years the ages of flag officers are reduced 
very gradually by not creating more than eighteen 
vacancies annually in the part of the list down to and 
including captains of thirty-seven years’ total service. 
Age retirements, voluntary retirements and casualties will 
produce a certain number of vacancies, and such number, 
if short of eighteen, must be made up to eighteen by 
forced retirements. After five or six years the service of 
the senior captains will have been reduced below thirty- 
seven years, and this proviso will become inoperative. 
Until this time captains due by length of service for 
promotion to the grade of rear admiral may be retired 
in that rank on the recommendation of the board, and 
they may also retire voluntarily on the same conditions. 
Each such retirement results in a saving to the Govern- 
ment, for under present law practically all officers reach 
the grade of senior rear admiral and retire at the highest 
pay, while officers retiring under this section would re- 
ceive the pay of a junior rear admiral. 

Section 14—Provides a board organized as under 
existing law to select out the excess in the grades of 
captain, commander and lieutenant commander due to 
promotion for length of service on July 1 of any year. 
There is no increase of rank on retirement, and the pay 
is graded according to length of service, as in Section 
16. This section will remain inoperative during the time 
the intermediate grades are short, for under the provi- 
sions of Section 11 there are to be during this time no 
promotioris for length of service to the grades of captain, 
commander and lieutenant commander, and hence no 
selections out. It is estimated that it will require ten 
to fifteen years to fill the intermediate grades to their 
full strength under the provisions of the bill. 

Section 15—Provides that additional numbers and 
officers not available for sea duty may be selected for 
retirement, but not to exceed the average proportion of 
such retirements of other officers of the same rank and 
grade. 

Section 16—Provides a graded pay for voluntary 
retirement. The rate is thirty-three per cent. after 
eighteen years, gradually increasing to three-fourths pay 
after thirty years, to agree with existing law. 

Section 17—Applies the Army law to the Navy. An 
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officer due for promotion and who fails for physical 
disability contracted in the line of duty retires in the 
grade for which he is being examined. —__ 

Seciion 18—Allows retiring and examining boards to 
recommend retirement at graded rates of pay (except in 
case of physical disability incurred in the line of duty, 
which under existing law is entitled to three-fourths pay), 
groups and collects the powers of such boards and pre- 
scribes an average loss of numbers equivalent to six 
months’ loss of date for officers suspended from promo- 
tion for failure on professional examination. 

Section 19—Repeals Sections 8 and 9 of the Personnel 
law of 1899 (voluntary and involuntary retirement). 

Sections 20, 21, 22—Provide that all officers shall have 
the same pay and precedence on reaching the same 
lowest commissioned rank, but do not change the pay 
and precedence of officers already in the Service.

Section 55—Establishes a probationary period of two 
years as acting second lieutenant, candidates to be be- 
tween twenty-one and twenty-four years.

Section 57—Promotions by seniority to fill vacancies 
as now, except that on July 1 of each year additional 
promotions may be made on completion of the total 
service as above. 

Section 58—The general officers to be selected from 
the field officers, and the commandant to be selected from 
the general and field officers. The general officers other 
than at commandant to have the rank of brigadier 
general. 

Section 59—Provides a board organized as under 
existing law for the line of the Navy, to select out the 
excess in the grades of colonel, lieutenant colonel, major 
and captain, due to promotions for length of service on 
July 1 of any year. There is no increase of rank on 
retirement, and the pay is graded according to length of 
service, as in Section 16. 

Section 60—Fixes the proportions in the staff depart- 
ments. The total allowed strength is assigned in the 
proportion of twenty per cent. to the adjutant and in- 
spector’s department, fifty-five per cent. to the quarter- 
master’s department, and twenty-five per cent to the 
paymaster’s department. The distribution in grades is 
the same as for the line down to and including majors, 
and in the quartermaster’s department adds three cap- 
tains for cach major allowed, and in the paymaster’s 
department two captains for each major. 

Section G1—Requires an examination for all officers 
of the Marine Corps prior to promotion. 

_ Section 62—Repeals acts and parts of acts that are 
inconsistent with the above.

GERMAN AND UNITED STATES NAVIES. 


Mr. Pitman Pulsifer, compiler of the Navy Year- 
book, in reply to inquiries as to some features most in 
evidence in the naval world, said: 

“Notwithstandiag. the continued hustling of Germany 
to overcome Great Britain’s plan of a two-power navy, 
the United States is nearly, if not quite, abreast of. Ger- 
many, weighing all points which make for efficiency. . In 
completed tonnage the United States is ahead of Germany. 
In battleships completed, both in number and displace-- 
ment, the United States leads Germany. Including bat- 
tleships completed, under construction and provided for, 
the number for each country is identical, while the United. 
States exceeds Germany in total battleship tonnage. 

“In armored cruisers Germany outnumbers the United 
States in both built and building, if the. classification 
of our Navy Departmenc is followed; but if the three 
cruisers Charleston, Milwaukee and St. Louis are con- 
sidered as armored cruisers, and they are so reckoned: 
by foreign authorities, then the United States would 
be ahead in number and displacement of this class of 
vessels.. The three ships of the United States named 
are each of 9,700 tons displacement, which is a higher 
tonnage than the smaller armored cruisers of Germany. 
It should be stated, however; to Germany’s advantage, 
that the four armored cruisers now building there are of 
what is known as the “Dreadnought” type. 

“Including naval vessels of all classes, in total num- 
ber Germany. is ahead of the United States. It should 
here be stated, in favor of the United States, that her 
Navy is the youngest navy in the world. 

“In large guns, which include 11, 12, 13 and 14 inch, 
Germany leads the United States, but it should be men- : 
tioned that nearly half of Germany’s armament consists 
of J1l-inch guns, of which the United States has none, 
The United States has plans provided for twenty 14-inch 
guns, while Germany has none projected of this caliber. 

In relation to the matter of the constantly increasing 
size of ships and the caliber of the guns, Mr. Pulsifer 
said: “Considering that it takes two or three years to 
build a battleship, there is nothing so ‘progressive’ as 
the mind of a naval architect. It takes a pretty alert 
mind to follow his. Before one ship is launched, and 
in the last case before the ships provided for last year 
are even commenced, greater tonnage and larger guns 
are contemplated. ‘The next tonnage is likely to be 
32,000 and the guns 16-inch. The United States, it will 
be recalled, provided last year for two 27,000-ton bat- 
tleships, which are to carry 14-inch guns, and this is a 
larger caliber than carried by any other navy, except the 
32,000-ton ship building for Brazil, thus not only dis- 
counting the other great Powers, but our own’ naval 
program.” 

When asked his judgment as to the ‘best type of ship 
yet provided for, Mr. Pulsifer said: “I do not profess 
to have any technical knowledge of shipbuilding, but 
as an interested layman I reiterate the same opinion 
that I expressed last year, and that is, I believe it has 
not yet been shown that there is any better ship than the 
Michigan and the South Carolina, which each has a 
tonnage of 16,000 tons and carries eight 12-inch guns, 
which can all be used in broadside. This class of ship 
has received the praise of naval architects abroad, and 
the system here installed of arranging guns on a center 
line was first observed in these ships. I ‘notice that Sir 
William White, a noted naval architect of Great Brit- 
ain, who for many years planned her naval ships, in 
a speech in New York, makes favorable reference to 
the Michigan class, saying that “three ships armed on 
the Michigan plan could concentrate the fire of twenty- 
four 12-inch guns as efficiently on a selected position ° 
in the enemy’s formation as could be done by two ships 
of the Arkansas class (26,000 tons) with an equal num- 
ber of guns. Indeed, under certain conditions the three 
ships might have an advantage. 

“When one considers ‘that the larger ship presents 
a much larger continuous target and is less wieldy than 
the smaller ship, and would be unable to enter the har- 
bors which would accommodate the smaller ship, and 
the increased difficulty in docking these larger ships, as 
it appears to impress some noted naval’ officers, we 
should slow up some in this unusual mania for large and 
still larger ships.”

SCHAFF’S “BATTLE OF THE WILDERNESS.” 


As one reads “The Battle of the‘ Wilderness” in com- 
plete book form, published by the Houghton Mifflin Com- 
pany, New York and Boston, one is led to marvel at the 
wonderful memory of the author, Gen. Morris Schaff, 
for we have details given with a sharpness that attest 
either the remarkably retentive power of his mind or 
the impressing effect of a great battle. This book is 
unusual in many respects, but probably its greatest 
charm for the Army reader is the mentioning of West 
Point classmates on one side or the other of that bloody 
conflict, for the author was graduated from the Mili- 
tary Academy in the second year of the war, and had 
known in the Academy many of those who won distinc- 
tion in the operations in Virginia. As this officer or that 
flashes across the scene of action, General Schaff gives us 
a contrast now and then between his appearance on the 
field and when he was a cadet on the shores of the 
Hudson. It was hardly to be expected that one who met 
on the battlefield so many of his old classmates could 
write bitterly of them after nearly half a century, so 
it is not surprising, as we travel through the engrossing 
pages, that it is hard to tell sometimes which side of 
the contest the author favors. The book is filled with 
pen pictures of the commanding figures of the Civil War. 
Some of them carry lessons for the men of to-day. This, 
for instance, of Burnside: “Burnside represented a well 
recognized type in all armies, the California peach class 
of men, handsome, ingratiating manners, and noted for 
a soldierly bearing—that is, square shoulders, full breast 
and the capacity on duty to wear a grim countenance, 
while off duty all smiles and a keen eye to please—who in’ 
times of peace, not only in our country but everywhere, 
invariably land in high places, and who almost as 
invariably make utter failures when they are given com- 
mands on the breaking out of war. And are not their 
failures accounted for by the fact that their minds have 
been entirely devoted to looking out for the main chance, 
to being agreeable and well groomed, rather than to 
the deep, serious phases of life? * * * Twice did Con- 
gress vote its thanks to Burnside, and, old ‘Burn,’ as 
he was affectionately called, died with hosts and hosts 
of friends.” ps ; hinws i 

Now we come to a picture of Grant looking Destiny 
in the face after two days of severe fighting and finding 
himself stopped and halted in his tracks by the mili- 
tary genius of the greatest leader of the Confederacy. 
Here was no Beauregard, Pemberton or Bragg, but the 
chieftain who had time and again hurled back the legions 
of the North. When the author lifts the curtain to let 
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us gaze on the commander of the Union forces we find 
“Grant’s staff and all about headquarters, save a news- 
paper man, asleep, and Grant, with the collar of his coat 
upturned, is sitting alone, with clouded face, looking into 
a little dying down camp fire, nervously shifting his legs 
over each other. Of all the tides in the remarkable career 
of this modest, quiet man that of this midnight hour in 
the Wilderness is easily the highest in dramatic interest. 
What were the netiirdt reflections as he sat there alone 
at that still, solemn hours? * * Let there be no 
mistake: Grant had reached the verge of the steepest 
crisis in his life. He sees himself rising from obscurity 
* * * and his country pinning its last hopes on his 
star. Was it all a dream—a dream to be shattered by an 
unrelenting Fate? And did he deserve it? * * * 
Now was he to follow in the steps of McDowell, Mc- 
Clellan, Pope, Hooker and Burnside, and land in his old 
home in Galena a military failure? * * * He leaves 
the slumbering camp fire for his tent, and I am told by 
one to whom it was confided, one of his very close aids, 
that he threw himself on the cot-bed, and something like 
stifled; subdued sobs were heard.” 

But we are told that before the dawn broke the cloud 
had lifted, and when General Wilson, disturbed by 
rumors, rode to his headquarters at an early hour, Grant, 
sitting before the door of his tent, said calmly as Wilson, 
having dismounted some paces away, started toward him 
with anxious face, “It’s all right, Wilson; the Army of 
the Potomac will go forward to-night.” That tears should 
come to General Grant in such a crisis does accord with 
the generally accepted view of his nature, namely, that 
he was the calmest when the situation looked the blackest. 
Many pages before this General Schaff displayed a ten- 
dency to hyperbole in an effort, unconscious perhaps, to 
make his figures stand out in bold outline, for this book 
has its character colors laid on with broad strokes of the 
pencil. Sheridan, Warren, Meade and others whose names 
are now written high on the records of the war are 
passed in review as they appear in the battle, and there 
is a mystical page or two given to a description of the 
imagined visit of Stonewall Jackson’s ghost to the field 
near which a few months before he had lost his life.

‘CANADIAN MILITIA LISTS. 


To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Of all militia lists that I have seen that of Canada 
seems by far the most simple and best as to numbering. 
All corps are numbered consecutively in each branch. 
Some bear highly prized titles, but the majority bear 
the names of their counties, cities or localities. Hence 
there are 2ist “Alberta” Hussars, 17th “Sydney” Field 
Battery, 90th “Winnipeg” Rifles, etc. Cavalry are num- 
bered Ist regiment to 28th; field batteries, Ist to 27th; 
garrison artillery, 1st regiment to 7th; engineers, Ist 
company to 5th; infantry, Ist regiment to 105th; army 
service corps, No. 1 company to No. 15; army medical 
corps, No. 1 company to No, 21; army veterinary corps 
being organized, not yet numbered. 

A new corps, upon organization, takes the next 
number. If a corps be disbanded the number remains 
vacant, being later given to a new corps, preferably one 
in the same province. 

The system in the National Guard seems to me very 
clumsy. Every state has a “Ist Regiment.” New York 
has a mixed list of 13th Artillery, 22d Engineers, 23d, 
47th, 65th, ete., Regiments, with none in between. Does 
not a numbering as ist Illinois Cavalry, 2d Georgia 
Cavalry, Ist Pennsylvania Infantry, 24 New York, 3d 
Ohio, ete., seem far better and more simple? Numbers 
should be given according to date of organization, but 
in the case of the high numbered New York organizations 
the old numbers could be retained in their respective 
branches. Individual or one company corps could be 
nunibered by companies, and any later becoming regi- 
ments would receive the next regimental number. 

The British ‘Territorials present another clumsy ar- 
rangement. I have often wondered why the United States 
does not adopt the simple and more uniform number 
system for the National Guard, such as in the Canadian 
mnilitia.

ABANDONMENT OF SMALL POSTS. 


To THE Eprror of THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
Lexington, Ky., Nov. 238, 1910. 

The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL has so long stood for 
all that is best for the welfare of the Service and the 
general happiness and contentment of the Army that 
one reads with surprise the sentiments expressed in the 
editorial on page 327 of the edition of Nov. 19, 1910. The 
title of the editorial in question is, “The Abandonment of 
Small Posts,’ and while the article contains much to 
commend it to the Army, there is embodied in the last 
two paragraphs the germ of an idea that, if carried out, 
cannot but fail to result in much of evil and little of 
good. 

I refer to the proposed scheme of housing the Army 
of the future in or near large cities, and in single regi- 
mental barracks of quadrangular form. By courtesy 
the JOURNAL speaks of the projected buildings as regi- 
mental posts. Regimental prisons would probably be a 
fitter designation. Personally, the writer has noticed, 
with a good deal of concern, the tendency of the JOURNAL 
to recur periodically to the discussion of this scheme, 
and long ago reached the conclusion that the articles 
were inspired. But when we get to the point where 
one reads that the plans for such horrors have actually 
been prepared all doubt is dispelled, and it is time for 
those who love the best features of Army life to begin 
to take notice. 

I would ask those who are interested in this move- 
ment, in all candor, what has such a plan to commend 
it other than the single item of economy? I defy them 
to give a single good reason that is not so far out- 
weighed and overborne by bad ones as to be practically 
annihilated. Are we to enter upon another policy that 
is foredoomed to abandonment? Since when have mili- 
tary students reached the conclusion that a regimental 
garrison composed of one arm alone is the ideal method 
of stationing troops? That no large space is necessary 
for drill? That roads and streets are the better parade, 
as “we will have no more battles fought in the open 
country”? Are we to dot the country with these con- 
crete prisons, surrounded by the factories and slums of 
great cities, only in the end to be forced to quit them 
for the only logical form of post, the division garrison 
of all arms? What has become of that really great plan 
of dividing the country into six or eight military dis- 
tricts, with a division of the mobile Army located cen- 
trally in each? Each division provided with its per- 
manent mobilization and maneuver reservation and each 
furnishing the nucleus of a field Army. 

What a pass have we come to? We must not only go 
to Europe for our military literature, our forms of mili- 
tary courtesy, the very clothes on our backs and the 
caps on our heads, but we must now turn to them and 
adopt their antiquated method for housing ourselves. 
A method that was forced upon them, I’ll be bound, by 
circumstances and not by choice. Are we, then, to have 
nothing left that is distinctly American?. 

Can anyone conceive of a scheme better calculated to 
tickle the Old Nick, better devised to drive our men to 
the cheap theater, the saloon and the brothel? Picture 
to yourself such a home for the Army. A square of 
uncompromising buildings surrounding a hopeless open 
space—a space that is a baking, stewing abomination in 
summer and a frozen blankness in winter. The air 
black with the smoke of factories and thick with the 
general stench of cities. The streets outside lined with 
cheap dance halls, saloons and dives. Some may say 
that this is exaggeration, but I say, is there any reason 
to refuse to read the future in the light of the past? 
Can anyone believe that the proposed posts will be lo- 
cated in any but the undesirable parts of the cities. 
Desirable real estate in or near large towns cannot be 
had for a song, and the very soul of this movement is 
economy. Ask those who have been stationed at the 
Cuartel de Espana, or Fort Wayne, Michigan, what 
they think of such a plan. I' will personally guarantee 
their answers. 

One of the essential parts of the scheme is for the 





officers to live outside of the post in the town. It then 
becomes a question whether the institution would really 
prove economical in the long run. It is to be remem- 
bered that commutation of quarters for the commis- 
sioned persennel of a regiment would amount to $1,956 
per month, or $23,472 per year. No small item. pang 
ask those who have been stationed in Manila what they 
think of this from a disciplinary standpoint. It is pro- 
posed that only enough officers live in the post to main- 
tain order. This, I suppose, is in Jine with Major Dent- 
ler’s scheme for having the second lieutenants reside in 
the barracks, and means that the bachelorg of the Army 
will again come into their own—I don’t think. 

It is time here and now for those who love the Service 
to speak up on this subject and to make themselves heard. 
We have had the Army flat building presented to us, 
and we can possibly stand that, but this prison effect 
is a little hard to swallow. 

It is time for those who love a good horse, the trees 
and grass and God-given open sky to raise their voices 
before it is too late; before one of the few and the 
greatest of privileges of Army life is taken from them, 
before they find themselves crowded, willynilly, into one 
of these concrete abominations, their sole outlook: a 
prison courtyard and their lives bounded by the blank 
circumference of a barrack wall.

Commenting on this communication, an officer of the 
War Department says: : 

“Progress of any character is always attended with 
more or less opposition. This has been, and is, liter- 
ally true with respect to the affairs of the Army, where 
sentiment figures to a large extent in the consideration 
of proposed changes. It is undoubtedly more pleasant 
and desirable to live in large detached houses surrounded 
by well-kept parkings and lawns, but the cost of pro- 
viding such accommodations has under modern condi- 
tions become exceedingly expensive, not only for the 
initial outlay, but also for the necessary expenditures for 
maintenance. Extensive grounds require a great amount 
of labor to keep them in proper condition, which must, 
to a large extert, be furnished by the troops, thus keep- 
ing them away from their legitimate duties. ; 

“Tsolated posts require large storehouses to accommo- 
date supplies, which must be purchased in large quan- 
tities and kept for current use. When troops are or- 
dered away from a present post a detachment must be 
left to care for it, which not only reduces the strength 
and efficiency of the organizations, but deprives those 
left. behind of the advantages to be gained from ex- 
perience in the field, at maneuvers, etc. 

“The average soldier is no better and no worse than 
the average civilian, and he has the same desires for 
amusement and recreation during his unoccupied mo- 
ments. Unfortunately, the class of amusements to be 
found adjacent to the present isolated posts would not 
be patronized by the average soldier if he had the choice 
of something better. The time has passed when the sol- 
dier_in’ garrison is merely resting from or waiting for 
an Indian campaign. His time is, or should be, fully 
occupied in training for actual war under modern con- 
ditions, and his energies should not be dissipated in the 
multitudinous duties necessary in caring for the pres- 
ent type of large and dispersed army posts. Neither 
should he be so isolated as to be deprived of decent 
social intercourse with civilians of his own class, both 
male and female, and forced by necessity to find his 
amusement and society in the dives which flourish on 
the outskirts of all occupied military reservations, not- 
withstanding the efforts of the post authorities for their 
suppression or removal. 

“We can see no reason why barracks in! a city should 
not be located in a decent and respectable neighborhood 
and adjacent to one of the parks, in which should be 
held guard mounting, parades, band concerts, reviews and 
other ceremonies incident to the present form of mili- 
tary training. This wov'd not only provide a popular 
form of amusement for the residents of the city, but 
also popularize the Army, and would, it is believed, 
tend to raise the standard of applicants for enlistment 
and reduce the number of desertions. 

‘Drills, target practice and maneuvers are ordinarily 
held in the summer months, during which season the 
troops cculd be removed from the cities to large reser- 
vations and could devote their whole time to practical 
military instruction, returning in the autumn to their 
barracks, the winter months being taken up with schools 
and the theoretical part of the military profession. As 
the barracks would have the protection of the city po- 
lice and fire departments, it would be unnecessary to 
leave behind a detachment to care for them, but they 
could be locked up and placed in charge of a caretaker, 
In consequence of which every officer and enlisted’ man 
would be available for any required service. 

be 2: troops are needed in time of peace, it is very prob- 
able that this necessity will arise in or near the one 
cities. Should an emergency arise when it becomes nec- 
essary to move troops quickly, the transportation facili- 
ties of a city would undoubtedly prove to be of great 
advantage over those now available at the present posts. 
I am not cognizant of all the reasons the War Depart- 
ment may have for concentrating military posts, but it 
is believed that from the standpoint of economy, effi- 
ciency and utility consolidated posts in cities would 
prove far superior to the dispersed and isolated ones of 
the present system.”

COMPLAINT OF THE DENTAL SURGEONS. 
To THE Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JourNAL: 

Nearly one-half of the Army dental surgeons have re- 
quested annulment of contract in the past three years. 
Why? Too small pay; no rank, promotion, longevity pay, 
foreign service pay or mounted pay. Our uniform is a 
humiliation. We would rather remain in our quarters 
than attend social functions in our dress uniform. We 
are not allowed commutation of quarters, heat or light 
at public expense. 
_ The regulation preventing the use of precious metals 
in the treatment of the teeth of enlisted men is like limit- 
ing the physician to a few drugs. Limiting us to the 
materials we shall use makes us feel like “silver” and 
“concrete” workers, rather than dentists. Under the con- 
tract system we do not command the respect from the 
enlisted men that we should. We do not have a dental 
surgeon at our head to attend to the administration, nor 
do we have a dental for purchasing officer; consequently 
many of our supplies are unfit for use. 

Our members are so few that we are constantly on 
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the move. from post to post. This is a hardship, particu- 
larly for a married man, as it is very expensive, and you 
are without a home. 5 
The. bill (H.R. 23097). to improve our status is not 
at all satisfactory. It would give us no promotion and 
would rank us below the Medical Reserve Corps. There 
is no more reason why we should be attached to the 
Medical Department, as at present, than the veterinarians. 
Dentistry is a distinct profession. Just as long as we 
are attached to the Medical Department just that long 
will we be subordinate to the lowest ranking officer in 
that department. <-G

AERONAUTICS FOR THE SERVICES. 


To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
Str: In the Army AND Navy Journat of Oct. 29, 
1910, there appears an editorial on “Aeronautics for the 
Services,” which refers to some remarks made by me 
on the subject and published in a previous issue of the 
JourNAL. Some of the criticisms coatained in this 
article seem to invite an answer from me, and I beg for a 
little space to add to what I have already said on the 


subject. 

I am not aware of having set forth any extravagant 
claims for the airship that I think would “have mili- 
tated against Congressional enthusiasm” at any vm 

ut as I have, during the past four years or more, dis- 
cain pretty "freely nearly all the points pro and con 
military aeronautics used by you, I may have made 
some statements that might be construed as coming 
within the limits of your conception of “extravagant 
claims.” ; 

But however this may be, I think that, on the other 
hand, some of the views of high officers in the Navy 
which have been published in your paper, to the effect 
that no good military purpose can be expected from the 
use of airships except the possible one of them being 
utilized for observational purposes, has done quite as 
‘much, if not more, to influence members of Congress 
against the introduction of aeronautics into the Service 
as has been done by those larger claims made for them 
by those who thoroughly believe in their utility. 

There is nothing, anyway, in the history of Congres- 
sional legislation, to my knowledge, that warrants the 
assumption that our legislators cannot sift the chaff 
from the wheat of any proposition presented to them; 
but there is naturally a strong disposition on their part 
not to appropriate money for public works until those 
who have charge of them have pretty well settled in 
their own minds what is needful and, more especially 
at this time, when large allotments of money are being 
made for other military purposes, what is imperatively 
required. see 
“But to take up some of the criticisms: You state 
that “predictions that battleships would be. wrecked, 
forts and cities destroyed by a rain of explosives, were 
exaggerated enough to turn away, rather than stimu- 
late, Congressional interest,” and you seem to imply that 
none of these claims is valid. I cannot agree that 
battleships might not be wrecked, or seriously injured, 
at least, by bombs dropped upon them from an airship. 
A report recently made from Baltimore states that Mr. 
Latham dropped six bombs on the battleships in the 
Delaware, all of which were hits, one in the forward 
funnel, one near the forward funnel, one near the stern 
funnel and three on the stern deck, near the big gun 
turret, Mr. John A. Drexel dropped six bombs on deck, 
all from aeroplanes, of course. Is it likely that a bomb 
exploding a full charge of high-power explosive in the 
funnel of a ship would not have done serious injury to 
the ship? Participants in the battle of Mobile Bay in 
1863 will recall that the Confederate ironclad ram 
Tennessee. the most powerful battleship in the world 
at that time, which eleven-inch shot fired at a distance 
of 100 feet failed to penetrate, surrendered to Admiral 
Farragut’s Fleet mainly on account of her smokestack 
being shot away. To the Tennessee this was quite a 
serious injury. May not such injuries happen to the 
ships of to-day? And in spite of the non-penetration the- 
ory of Sir Hiram Maxim, I do not believe that three 
bombs could strike a battleship’s deck “near the big 
gun turret” without seriously injuring the guns, if not 
the turret itself. The very fact that the bombs did not 
go through the deck would make its explosive force more 
effective in an upward direction, and if it took place 
under the guns they would surely be put out of action 
and the ship be crippled. . , 

It is dificult to obtain knowledge of what is going on 
abroad with bombs, but it is evident that Germany an- 
ticipates some trouble of this kind for her fleet, or that 
country would not have gone to the expense of con- 
structing special guns to be used at sea against air- 





ships. 

I also beg to take exception to the interpretation put 
upon the Belmont Park incident shown in the following 
remarks quoted from your paper: “Exactly in_ line 
with this clear-cut’ definition of the limitations of the 
-planes has been the experience of several aviators at 
the International Tournament, which is under way 
at Belmont Park in New York city. In rising into low 
clouds they lost their bearings entirely and wandered 
about in the sky, not knowing where they were. May 
I-say that this was not a clear-cut definition of the limi- 
tations of planes, but rather of the aviators? And 
might I-.ask, would an experienced navigator be lost 
under such conditions? It has been well said that seven- 
ty-five per cent. of the efficiency of an airship lies in 
the aviator. The case in point, I think, exemplifies a 
statement that I have heretofore made, that “I believe 
there is ‘no class of people in the world better fitted to 
deal with the subject of aviation than the young grad- 
uates of the Naval Academy.” To such this problem 
“would be but the A B C of their profession—the in- 
stallation and adjustment of compasses. It is a problem 
that is little understood outside of the Navy, and its 
solution may well be left in the hands of professional 
navigators. : ‘ 

Nor can T admit that your argument, “that flying is 
at present in so experimental a stage that its weakness 
needs to’ be overcome at first on the land, since, until it 
is adapted to land purnoses. it will be futile to expect 
results from it at sea” is well taken. Can it be that the 
Navy erred in first taking up the development of mod- 
ern high-powered ordnance because “its weakness need 
be overcome at first on the land”? fk i 

It is possible that the character of airships for the 
“two Services may. have to be entirely different, that for 
the land Service a “weight carrier” and the other a

-water are assuredly. special to those fields. experimental 
aviation for. the Army and Navy should go on con- 
jointly. ‘i . : 

But a factor that, to my mind, is still more important 
in this connection is this: Mr, Courtland Bishop, the

president of the Aero Club of America, has stated that 
the prime lesson taught by the contest for the Grand 
Prix at Belmont Park was that America was not ready 
and was caught napping. Now let me ask, which of the 
two Seryices in the next war of the country is most 
likely to bear the brunt of that first forty-eight hour 
period of time which, like the campaign at Port Arthur, 
may decide the issue of the conflict? If it be ad- 
mitted, as I assume it must be, that this will fall to 
the lot of the Navy, is there any good reason why the 
Service should not be prepared as soon as the Army. On 
that occasion must we content ourselves with the excuse 
“not ready”? 

I should trespass too much on your time and space 
did I attempt to comment on all the “don’ts” of the 
article under consideration, and I have assumed that 
the time has passed for the theoretical discussion of 
the merits of airships, and that now it is a question of 
ways and means to introduce them into the Service. The 
best quotation I can conceive for this very serious matter 
is the pertinent and forceful statement published in the 
same issue of your paper, made by that plucky aviator, 
Lieut. Frank P. Lahm, US.A., who was the first to win 
glory for America in the aeronautic field, and who has 
done so much for the cause of aviation in the Army. 
He says: “With the practicability and usefulness of 
the aeroplane now established, and with the other great 
Powers awake to the fact, and making practical use of 
the aircraft, it appears almost like criminal neglect to 
sit idly by and not prepare our air forces as well as 
our land and sea forces.” I fully agree with him. 

My conclusions are that the Navy bird should be a 
light and easily handled monoplane, rather than a heavy 
biplane or weight carrier; but whatever it is to be, the 
development of the ideal machine for naval purposes 
must work from the lighter machine, and not toward it. 
With this inexpensive apparatus forming the initial 
point to start from for experimentation, the launching 
of the Navy’s venture into aeronautics seems to come 
down to a very, simple problem, and I believe it to be 
within the limits of executive authority. Boards for 
the study of the subject will get no results for a long 
time. We have spent twenty-five years in an oil-sat- 
urated country studying the subject of oil fuel, with a 
view to its adoption in the Navy. Boards came and 
went, but we did not reach a conclusion until we were 
forced by foreign competitors to install oil burners in 
our ships, when we had to and did make them work. 

My solution of the problem is this: By executive 
direction, to order a few well selected young officers to 
schools of instruction for aviation, just as has been done 
for naval constructors, to study their specialty. After 
the students become proficient, order them to some suit- 
able ship fitted out with one, two or three “motor boats” 
of the air-float type, to be selected by these young ex- 
perts in the business for experimentation. I am sure 
this class of boat could) become quite as effective in any 
emergency as some of the cumbersome outfit of boats 
our ships carry now, and which they could well re- 
place. Attached to such a ship, the bird-men could 
visit countries where the greatest amount of aviation 
was going on, and in witnessing and taking part in 
aviation feats they would gain a knowledge of the sub- 
ject that would soon place them on a par with the best 
aviators in the world, and enable them to become in- 
structors for the coming naval aeronautic corps. 

As the coming year has such a bright outlook for 
aviation, the next Congress would have ready for its 
consideration by this process all needful data for the 
consideration of naval aeronautics.

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MARCHING OF OUR INFANTRY. 
To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The following has been published in glaring headlines, 
not only in the papers of the homeland, but in the papers 
of these islands: “The marching of the Infantry is below 
mediocrity.” 

Is it possible, after our strenuous life for the last ten 
years, such a statement should have even a background 
of truth? I am too good an infantryman to believe it. 

Without wishing to be invidious, let me draw your 
attention to facts in support of my assertion, within my 
own observation and of recent date. 

Two battalions of an Infantry regiment marched across 
the Recky Mountains from Helena, Mont., to Ravali, 
Mont., 197 miles, thirty-five miles of this with haversack 
rations, without any transportation whatever for three 
days. The command completed the march in splendid 
physical condition in eleven days. 

The same summer the other battalion of this regiment 
left Assinniboine, Mont., on its march of 207 miles to 
Helena, Mont., two days ahead of the Cavalry of the 
garrison, and reached Helena thirty-six hours ahead of 
the Cavalry. This march was over the arid plains and 
mountains of Montana. 

Again, at the maneuvers of that year at American 
Lake a distinguished officer of the Light Artillery acting 
as observer, being compelled to keep his horse on a very 
fast walk to keep out of the way of the marching In- 
fantry, turned to me and said, “My God! Does your 
Infantry always march this way?’ The command was 
very well in hand, not a straggler. Once more, at 
Chickamauga, on the maneuvers of 1908, the Infantry, 
being given the task of making a flank march—in retreat 
—hbefore a much larger body of all arms, accomplished it, 
in the words of the chief umpire, as follows: “The work 
of the Browns (Infantry) was unusually good. They 
marched faster than was expected, and yet, under the 
conditions of the problem (being in retreat), they should 
have marched as fast as possible without its elements 

* The maneuver 
was successfully worked out by the Browns (Infantry).” 

Immediately after the maneuvers the command marched 
through western Ohio two hundred miles in August on 
its return to its station with the command in excellent 
physical condition. 

This same Infantry was inspected by the devartment 
inspector the same fall, and again in the spring. On 
this last inspection the inspector said to the colonel of 
the regiment: “Last fall I told the denvartment com- 
mander you had the best drilled. disciplined and marching 
regiment in the department. I now intend to tell him 
you have the best post (as to police and buildings).” 

e marching and maneuvering of the Infantry at the 
maneuvers in the Philippine Islands during 1910 are 
sufficient refutation of the charge of poor marching. 

The whole history of our Army is full of examples of 
magnificent marching. . To criticise is easy, but, in the 
language of the Hon. Secretary of War. “there is a just 
and enlightened criticism that arrays facts, gives them 
their just value and demonstrates wrong where it exists’’ 
(the italics are mine). And again, “Criticism. whose 
chief characteristic is inflammatory adjectives, does not 
bring about but retards wholesome reforms.” 

Perhaps not the marching abilities of our Infantry, but

AN APPEAL FOR FORT McHENRY. 


To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JourNAL: 

In reference to the statement in the ARMY AND Navy 
JOURNAL of Nov, 26, 1910, about the request of the 
patriotic citizens of Baltimore’ that Fort McHenry 
should not be, abandoned, but that the flag should fly 
over the ramparts night.and day because of its being 
the birthplace of the Star-Spangled Banner, is ‘an. ac- 
tion taken as the direct result of the patriotic work 
in behalf of Fort McHenry of Mrs. E. W. Hubbard, 
the wife of Major E. W. Hubbard, C.A.C. While living at 
Fort McHenry the old fort appealed to her as the most 
interesting and sacred landmark in. the country, and 
that as such the spot ought to be recognized in more 
than ordinary way, and remain under the control of the 
War Department; that it should be restored, as far 
as possible, to the condition in which it was at the 
bombardment of:Fort McHenry. Mrs. Hubbard thought 
that the buildings inside the old fort should be turned 
into a historical museum of that period of our history, 
and that a statue to Francis Scott Key should be erected 
on the ramparts, over which would fiy, night and day, 
the flag which inspired him. 

Deeply convinced that the national anthem of a coun- 
try has a special mission to perform, and that the na- 
tional song of America had never yet received its proper 
recognition as an integral part of the life of the nation, 
she appealed to the President and the War Department 
for the preservation of Fort McHenry,, not only from 
a historical point of view, but from the ethical side 
which is the more important one. The President and 
the War Department have endorsed Mrs. Hubbard’s plan 
in the fullest manner, and co-operation has been promised 
from the Government. Fort McHenry is to remain. in 
the hands of the War Department. 

At the opening of Continental Hall in Washington, 
Mrs. Hubbard laid her plan before the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, and appealed to 
them from a patriotic point of view. A set of resolu- 
tions presented to that society was unanimously adopted, 
and after an appeal made before representative citizens of 
Baltimore (at their request) Mrs. Hubbard advocated a 
centennial celebration to be held at Fort McHenry in 
1914, its object to be the consecration of Fort McHenry 
as the birthplace of our national anthem and the nation- 
wide recognition of the establishment of the Star-Span- 
gled Banner in the life of the nation. Mrs. Hubbard 
submitted a program for the celebration which has 
been unanimously adopted by the National Society, 
Daughters of the American Revolution, and by a com- 
mittee of representative citizens of Baltimore who are 
interested in furthering this cause and are working 
toward its success at present. 

It is Mrs. Hubbard’s opinion that the “Star-Spangled 
Banner” has never been understood, or been rendered in 
the spirit which will enable it to call forth the highest 
and loftiest sentiments of patriotism. The tendency has 
been to make of it a marching song, similar to the 
“Marseillaise” or the “Wacht am Rhein.” The “Star- 
Spangled Banner,” if it is to fulfil its mission to the 
American people, cannot be played as either of these 
songs. It must be played like Handel’s “Largo”; it must 
be played slowly, broadly and’ majestically; it must stir 
the deepest depths of the heart, and only be played on 
important occasions. It is a ‘hymn. America has other 
marching songs if necessity calls for such. 

It has been the earnest wish of ‘Mrs. Hubbard to get 
the co-operation of the women of the Army in getting the 
nucleus for the statue to Francis Scott Key, by each 
one contributing a small. amount (not to exceed one 
dollar). 

As the Star-Spangled Banner must of necessity mean 
more to the Army women than to anyone else (for do 
they not every day in their garrisons, with their hus- 
bands, face the flag and to the strains of the “Star- 
Spangled Banner” watch another sun set over the achieve- 
ments of this great nation?), an appeal for Fort Mce- 
Henry will find an echo in their hearts, as it has found 
it in those of the people outside the Army. 





HEAVY FURNITURE FOR N.C.S. QUARTERS.. 
To Tie Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JourNAL: 

Now practically all officers’ quarters are provided with 
heavy furniture, and while the bill authorizing the pur- 
chase of this furniture did not include N.C.S. officers it 
would seem that they should be entitled to at least a 
few pieces, in view of the fact that, having separate 
quarters, their needs are as apparent as the officers’. 
Refrigerators, stoves, Tanges and barrack chairs are, and 
have been for some time, furnished N.C.S. quarters, and 
why the line should be drawn on heavy furniture is 
not apparent. 

Four dining room chairs, two armchairs, one dining 
room and one parlor table and one chest of drawers 
would give the N.C.S. about all that could be conveniently 
placed in their quarters. This would cost the Govern- 
ment approximately (for excellent furniture)» $70 per 
set, initial cost, and would reduce the “change of station” 
charges approximately 500 lbs., which, in time, consider- 
ing crating and packing on each change of station, 
would more than cover the initial cost to the Government,

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TO REDUCE MINOR COURT TRIALS. 


To THE Eptror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

As general officers complain that the number of men 
brought before minor courts is entirely too large, I would 
suggest, as a means to reduce it, that eleven p.m. inspec- 


tion be abolished in garrison. A number of soldiers find 
themselves among desirable surroundings about that time, 
and think that the inspection curtails their liberty too 
much. I believe that there would be as many men 
present in quarters each night as under the present rules. 
There is a system of punishment in the British army 
which, I believe. could be introduced here, and it would 
tend toward reducing the number of men in the guard- 
houses. Some men are punished by being confined to 
barracks and are called “defaulters” at indefinite times 
during the day. ‘“Defaulters’. call” is blown, and de- 
faulters from all over the garrison proceed in double 
time to the guardhouse and assemble. The provost 
sergeant calls the roll; and assigns them to any work 
that has’ to be done. The calls are so blown ag not to 
interfere with drills. In this way the work around a 
post is done by men who otherwise would have to be 
followed by a sentry, thus taking two men to do one 
man’s work.

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MILITARY COMMITTEE HEARINGS. 


With the testimony of Brig. Gen. James Allen, Chief 
Signal Officer, the hearings on this year’s Army Appro- 
‘priation bill before the House Committee were concluded 
on Thursday, Dec. 15. During the consideration of the 
bill Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff; Brig. 
Gen, William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance; Paymr. Gen. 
Charles H. Whipple, Comsy, Gen. Henry G. Sharpe, 
Q.M. Gen. James B. Aleshire, Brig. Gen. Arthur Murray, 
‘Chief of Coast Artillery; Surg. Gen. George H. Torney 
and Lieut. Col. Charles J. Bailey, Coast Art, Corps, 
appeared before the committee and discussed the needs 
of the Army. General Wood in his testimony followed 
the lines of his annual report. He called attention to 
the shortage of field artillery, field artillery material, 
guns and carriages. The General said: “We can fight 
men in civilian clothes, but not without powder and 
balls.” He declared that it was safe to economize in 
construction work, but that economy in providing the 
actual munitions of war is dangerous. General Wood 
took occasion to emphasize in a striking way the impor- 
tance of instructing and developing the state Militia. 
He also called attention to the necessity of building up 
a reserve of the discharged soldiers. 

In formulating the bill the committee so far has made 


-very few variations from the estimates. The fact that 


one of the department chiefs, or even General Wood, has 
recommended any appropriation has not influenced the 
committee. The majority of the members have insisted 
that a recommendation without an estimate is not suffi- 
cient to justify the committee in making an appropria- 
tion. On that account no aeroplanes have been provided 
for in the bill. President Taft, Secretary Dickinson, 
General Wood and General Allen have all insisted in the 
most emphatic terms that it is of the highest importance 
that some appropriation for aeroplanes should be made 
at this session of Congress. But the committee, in effect, 
has only answered, “Where are your estimates?” There 
is no more enthusiastic believer in aeroplanes as one of 
the necessary equipments of a modern army than Chair- 
man Hull, of the Military Affairs Committee. Still, he 
insists that the Department should send some estimates 
to Congress before it expects any legislation for aero- 
planes. As the result, a supplemental estimate for 
aeroplanes and a number of other urgent necessities fot 
the Army may be sent to Congress after the holidays. 
Tt is now too late to have these included in the bill before 
it is reported to the House. By the present progress the 
Army Appropriation bill will be reported a day or so 
before Congress recesses for the holidays. 

Having disposed of the Appropriation hill before the 
holiday recess, the House Committee will begin the new 
year by the consideration of Army personne] legislation. 
Senator Dick introduced the Department’s Additional 


- Officers bill (S. 9331) on Monday, Dec. 12, and Chair- 


man Hull introduced it into the House on Friday, Dec. 
16. During the week a number of the officers of the 
National Guard cailed on the Senators and members and 
reinforced the resolutions. of endorsement which the 
National Guard Association passed at the St. Louis 
meeting. Major Gen. F. C. Young. chairman of the execu- 
tive board of the National Guard Association and com- 
mander of the Tllinois state Militia, had a lengthy 
conference with Chairman Hull, of the House Committee, 
He impressed upon Chairman Hull the fact that the 
National Guard is enthusiastic and sincere in its support 
of the bill as it came from the Department. He declared 
if there was any fault to be found with the bill it is that 
it does not provide for quite enough officers for the Na- 
tional Guard. In the opinion of General Young the 
Militia needs 315 competent Army officers from the active 
list to act as instructors. .. 

In all probability General Wood will be called before 
the committee immediately after the holidays to discuss 
at length the provisions of the Department’s bill. In 
addition to the Army officers, a number of prominent 
Militia officers will be called before the committee. 


NAVAL COMMITTEE HEARINGS. 


In a hearing before the House Naval Committee Chief 
Constr. Richard Watt, of the Navy, testified that pri- 
vate yards can build the vessels at a saving of at least 
25 per cent., despite the fact that the eight-sour law 
provision affecting work on government vessels under 
construction in private yards has increased the cost of 
such work to private contractors 21 per cent. Chief 
Constructor Watt cited the case of the battleship New 
York, for which bids were recently solicited. The New- 
port News Shipbuilding Company offered to build the 
vessel for $5,900,000. The construction corps of the 
Navy estimated it would cost at least $7,500,000 to 
‘build the ship in the Brooklyn Navy Yard. The Chief 
Constructor recommended that the Government be au- 
thorized at all times to maintain a yard on the Atlantic 


coast and another on the Pacific coast capable of con- 
structing battleships. He declared this to be necessary 
to prevent the formation of a combination and the 
increase beyond all reason of the cost to the Government. 

At the hearing before the House Naval Committee on 





‘Dee. 9 Civil Engr. Richard C. Hollyday, Chief of the 


Bureau of Yards and Docks, told of the expenditures 
involved in keeping up navy yards, the value of the 
buildings, ete. The station at Sacket Harbor, N.Y., costs 
$1 a day for a keeper, and in the last ten years the 
Department has spent about $8,000 in keeping up the 
property. There are several buildings. The keeper lives 
in one-and the others are closed. The value of the prop- 
erty of five stations recommended for abandonment is 
$1,494,600; the total expenditures for them for the last 
ten years have been $1,289,973, and the expenditures for 
the fiscal year 1910 amount to $33,133.45. If it_is de- 
sired to stop all expenditures on the part of the Govern- 
ment the title must be vested outside of the Government, 
said the bureau chief. To transfer the property to another 
branch would not reduce expenditures; it would increase 
the expenditures of one department while decreasing those 
of another. These five stations are Sacket Harbor, New 
London, Conn.; Port Royal, S.C.; San Juan, P.R., and 
Culebra, P.R. Taking five stations which the Secretary 
of the Navy would give up, those at New Orleans, Cavite, 
Port Royal, Key West, San Juan, P.R., and Culebra, 
P.R., the total expenditures for buildings, public works 
and improvements and machinery installed in the various 
buildings amount to $8,971,395.90, the total maintenance 
has reached the figure of $13,241,063.97, and the average 
yearly cost of maintenance for five years has been 


$1,461,882.85. Mr, Hollyday said that the Seopetary's 


reference in his report to Sacket Harbor, Long Island, 
was an error, as it is situated on Lake Ontario. 
Rear Admiral R. F. Nicholson, Chief of the Bureau of 


Navigation, accompanied by Mr. G. E. Yancy, chief clerk, | 


appeared before the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
Dee. 7. In answering the questions of the committee as 
to the increase in the estimates and appropriations, the 
Admiral stated that Congress last year added 3,000 to 
the enlisted force, making a total of 47,500 to be provided 
for in 1911-12. There has been an increase also in the 
graduates of the Naval Academy, and the total number 
of officers has increased to 568. It is expected that the 
Navy will be enlisted to a maximum in June next; it is 
now about 2,000 short. An endeavor has been made to 
-obtain men from the interior of the country, rather than 
from the waterfront. They are better men, do not run 
away, are not transients, have homes and are people who 
respect the obligations of an oath more than those who 
enlist along the waterfront. Of the total of 10,025 en- 
listments at recruiting stations during the first eleven 
months of 1910 6,125, or 61 plus per cent., were from 
interior recruiting stations, and 3,900, or 38 plus per 
cent., from coast cities. There are now sixteen battle- 
ships in commission, and it is hoped to have twice as 
many in commission next year; twenty-one anyway. 
This, of course, adds to the cost of the Navy. There 


-will also be a necessary increase in the auxiliaries. More 


money is needed for target practice. There should be 
$37,000 provided for a range on the Pacific coast. The 
longest range at League Island is 600 yards, and on the 
west coast should be one with 1,500 yards’ range, which 
could take care of the entire fleet. It is expected that 
more men will qualify for prizes. The committee were 
rather critical on the subject of colliers. apparently think- 
ing that it would be cheaper to man them with enlisted 
men and nut Navy officers in charge. Admiral Nicholson 
did not think this would be advisable. He said that in 
case of war they would probably enlist the crews and 
appoint a civilian officer as temporary officer of the Navy. 
More money was asked for the Hydrographic Office, so 
it might cease to be dependent on foreign charts, which 
would be contraband in case of war. The Admiral re- 
ported that the Naval Training Station at the Great 
Lakes is receiving the finishing touches. and it is hoped 
to start it next spring, collecting boys of that section and 
putting them through the preliminary training. For the 
Naval Training Station at California a garbage crema- 
tory, costing $1,500, is wanted. At present the garbage 
is thrown into the bay, and has a tendency to wash back 
on the beach.

BUREAU OF CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR. 


The charge so often made that the United States is 
behind other large nations in the time required for 
building battleships is refuted in the annual report of 
Chief Constr. Washington L. Capps, U.S.N., until re- 
cently chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair. 
Erroneous impressions as to the rapidity with’ which 
our ships have been built have grown out of the dif- 
ference in dates chosen for making the comparisons. 
In some instances the date of authorization was taken, 
or the date of signing the contract, or the date of lay- 
ing the keel. Similarly was there a difference as to the 
date of completion. Some would count the day of the 
contract trial for speed, others would take the date of 
actual delivery, while again the day of going into com- 
mission would be chosen. Comparisons for each set of 
dates is made, and this is the conclusion: “With the 
system and methods of warship construction now in 
vogue in the United States, it is believed to be feasible 
for the United States to build first class battleships in 
as short a time as any other shipbuilding country, and 
actual experiences seems to demonstrate that the rapidity 
of construction in the United States is greater than the 
average rate of construction in the principal foreign 
shipbuilding countries. It is also worthy of note that 
this decreased time of construction has been obtained 
concurrently with a decrease in the unit cost of con- 
struction. In fact, the total cost, per ton of displace- 
ment, of battleships built by contract for the United 
States Navy within the past few years, has been less 
than the total cost, per ton of displacement, of similar 
vessels built in foreign countries, and this in spite of 
the higher rates of wages paid to workmen in United 
States shipyards.” 

From a tabular comparison of speed in building, from 
keel laying to commissioning, we have made this sum- 
mary: In building the New Hampshire, South Carolina, 
Michigan, Delaware and North Dakota, five ships, the 
total average time was two years and nine months. 
Great Britain beat this by only two months, counting 
the time spent in building the Lord Nelson, Bellerophon, 
Temeraire and Superb, which averaged two years and 
seven months. The time of the Dreadnought is not 
counted in our average because she was not completed 
when commissioned. Germany’s average was one month 
longer than ours. Taking the Pommern, Hannover, 
Schleswig-Holstein, Schiesien, Nassau, Westfalen, and 
Rheinland, we find that the average there was two years 
and ten months. Japan’s average for two battleships 
was four years and six months, and Italy consumed five 
years and five months on an average in constructing 
three ships. 

The date of the completion of the Florida and Utah 
will be delayed because of changes approved subse- 
quently to the laying of the keel. While every effort 
has been made to eliminate such changes, Mr. Capps 
points that the improvements in naval materiel make it 
almost impossible entirely to eliminate these changes. 
From tables showing the number and displacement of 
various classes of vessels from Jan. 1, 1904, to Sept. 30, 
1910, it appears that the total battleship displacement 
available for service has increased in a little less than 
seven years from 118,732 tons to 412,461 tons. The 
total battleship displacement available for service, under 
construction and authorized, has increased from 324,461 
tons to 562,111 tons, and the total displacement of what 
might be called ‘military vessels” has, including those 
under construction and authorized, increased from 651,- 
266 tons on Jan. 1, 1994, to 940,112 tons on Sept. 30, 
1910. In a finely phrased tribute to the loyal and con-

The last retirement in the Army on account of the age 
limit in 1910 is that of Brig.

31. General Howe, who is in command of the Depart- 
ment of the Dakota, is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of 1867, when he was promoted to the Army as a second 
lieutenant, 4th Artillery. He is also a graduate of the 
Artillery School. General Howe in his early service took 
part in a number of Indian campaigns. He was in en- 
gagements in 1868 under Sheridan and Custer, was in 
the Powder River campaign in 1876, under General 
Crook, where he commanded a force of some 200 friendly 
Indians. In the war with Spain he was in command at 
Fort Washington and Sheridan’s Point, Md., mounting 
guns, and in September, 1898, he was on duty as chief 
mustering officer for Connecticut. In August, 1899, while 
holding the rank of captain, he was appointed colonel of 
the 47th U.S. Volunteer Infantry, and went to the Philip- 
pines, taking part in a number of engagements. As a 
result of his efficient work hemp ports were opened and 
civil government was established in the provinces of 
Albay and Sorsogon.

Colonel Duncan is an old Indian 
campaigner, taking part in the fights at the Clearwater, 
Idaho, in 1877, his gallant conduct winning for him the 
brevet of first lieutenant. He also served throughout 
the Spanish War as a captain in the 21st Infantry, 
participating in the siege of Santiago, including the battle 
of San Juan Hill. He has also served several tours of 
duty in the Philippines, and was in command of the 
6th Infantry in -the expedition to Mount Dajo, Jolo, in 
1906. He reached the grade of colonel, 6th Infantry, 
Aug. 9, 1903. ; 

Col. Walter S. Schuyler, 5th U.S. Cav., who will be 
appointed a brigadier general on Jan. 4, 1911, to succeed 
Thomas, who retires for age on the above date, is an 
officer of extensive experience, and is among the old 
Indian fighters of the seventies. He was awarded the 
brevet of first lieutenant for gallant services in actions 
against Indians at Muchos Caiions, Ariz., Sept. 25, 1872; 
on Lost River, Ariz., June 26, 1873; at Salt River, 
Ariz., April 28, 1874, and in the Red Rock country, 
Ariz., May 14, 1874. He received the brevet of captain 
for gallantry in action against Indians in the Big Horn 
Mountains, Mont., Nov. 25, 1876. Coionel Schuyler, who 
is a graduate of the class of 1870, U.S.M.A., was born 
in New York April 26, 1849, and after being promoted 
in the Army to second lieutenant, 5th Cavalry, served in 
that command until promoted major, 2d Cavalry, Oct. 18, 
1899. His first post of duty was on the frontier at Fort 
Russell, Wyo., Oct. 9, 1870, and from that time to 1853 
he was actively in actions against Indians and on 
frontier duty in Wyoming, Arizona, Kansas, Dakota and 
Indian Territory. In May, 1898, he was appointed major 
and A.A.G. of Volunteers, and was on mustering duty at 
Camp Black, N.Y. He was adjutant general of the 2d 
Division, 2d Corps, in June, 1898, and in July of the 
same year he was appointed colonel of the 203d N.Y. 
Volunteers. On Aug. 17, 1899, he was appointed colonel 
of the 46th U.S. Volunteer Infantry, which he organized 
at South Framingham, Mass.

He served at various 
posts on the Atlantic and Pacific coast, was professor of 
military science and tactics at Yale University from Au- 
gust to April, 1898, and on the latter date took com- 
mand of Battery A at Key West. He was acting 
judge advocate, Ist Army Corps, and provost marshal, 
Department of Matanzas, Cuba, Jan. 25 to Feb. 5, 1899.

July 6, 1887. After his active frontier service he served 
at Fort Myer, Va., and was appointed a member of the 
board of officers to select a small arm for the Infantry 
and Cavalry, which was in session from December, 1889, 
to June, 1893. He was Superintendent of Yellowstone 
Park and in command of Fort Yellowstone from Feb. 
14, 1891, to June 23, 1897. Early in 1898 he was on 
duty at Chickamauga Park, Ga., and declined an appoint- 
ment of major and inspector general of Volunteers at 
that time. He was in command of the Cavalry cam 
of the 6th U.S. Cavalry at Tampa, Fla., to August, 1898, 
and then went to Montauk Point, N.Y., and to Hunts- 
ville, Ala. He was next a member of the important board 
to recommend a uniform caliber for small arms for the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Henry Guy Carleton, the playwright, who died in Hot 
Springs, Ark., Dec. 10, 1910, from paralysis, aged sixty- 
four years, was born at Fort Union, N.M., in 1856, son 
of Gen. James Henry Carleton, U.S.A. He was graduated 
from Santa Clara College in 1870. In October, 1873, he 
received an appointment as second lieutenant in the 8th 
U.S. Cavalry. After active service in the campaigns 
against the Kiowas and Arapahoes, he resigned in 1876 
to take up newspaper work. He had been producing 
plays since 1881. 

Major Gen. Wallace F. Randolph, U.S.A., retired, com- 
mitted suicide in his home in Washingon, D.C., Dec. 9, 
1910, by shooting himself through the head. General 
Randolph, who was a Civil War veteran and one of the 
best known officers in the Army, was also an exceptionally 
able Artillery officer. When the Artillery was reorganized 
in 1901 General Randolph was appointed its first chief. 
For gallant and meritorious services in the defense of 
Winchester, Va., during the Civil War, he received the 
brevet of captain, June 14, 1863, and for good conduct 
and gallant services during the war he received the brevet 
of major, March 13, 1865. General Randolph was born 
in Pennsylvania on June 11, 1841, and served as a pri- 
vate in Company F, 7th Pennsylvania Volunteer In- 
fantry, from April 18 until June 28, 1861, when he was 
appointed a second lieutenant in the 5th U.S. Artillery. 
He was promoted first lieutenant in 1862, and took part 
in the defense of Winchester, Va., in 1863, where he was 
wounded and fell into the hands of the Confederates. He 
was taken to Libby Prison, and was among those who 
escaped by the tunnel. He was promoted captain, 5th 
Artillery, in 1866; major, 3d Artillery, in 1888; colonel, 
1st Artillery, in 1899, and Chief of Coast Artillery, with 
rank of brigadier general, in 1903. During the war with 
Spain he commanded the Field Artillery in Cuba, having 
been appointed a brigadier general of Volunteers on May 
27, 1898. He was appointed a major general on Jan. 22, 
1904, being placed on the retired list the following day 
on his own request after forty years’ service. He leaves 
a wife and two daughters. Mrs. Randolph discovered the 
body, having been attracted to the bathroom by the sound 
of the shot. Since his return to Washington a month 
ago from a visit to Pennsylvania General Randolph’s 
continued depression had alarmed his many friends, and 
this, it is believed, led to his suicide. ‘The funeral 
services were held at his late home Monday afternoon, 
Dee. 12, Rev. John A. Aspinwall and Rev. Randolph H. 
McKim officiating, while Chaplain William W. Brander, 
U.S.A., officiated at the grave. At the conclusion of the 
services at the house the body was conveyed to the Ar- 
lington National Cemetery with the usual military cere- 
monies. ‘The honorary pallbearers were Brig. Gen. M. 
M. Macomb, Col. Hamilton Rowan, U.S.A., retired, Col. 
Charles G. Treat, 4th Field Art., Major Parker W. 
West, U.S.A., retired, Capt. Edwin Landon, C.A.C., 
Major George IF’. Landers. C.A.C., Major William Cham- 
berlaine, C.A.C., Major Henry T. Allen, 8th Cav., Capt. 
Johnson Hagood, C.A.C., and Capt. D. T. Moore, 6th 
Field Art., all U.S.A. 

First Lieut. Albert J. Woude, 6th U.S. Cav., on duty 
with his regiment at Fort Des Moines, Iowa, died there 
Dee. 12, 1910, from injuries received when he was thrown 
from his horse while riding near Fort Des Moines Dec. 
11. His skull was fractured. Lieutenant Woude, who 
leaves a widow, was born in Louisiana Aug. 4, 1864, and 
first entered the Army as a private in Battery H, 3d 
Artillery, Nov. 18, 1884. He served as a captain in the 
10th U.S. Volunteer Infantry from June 21, 1898, to 
March 8, 1899; as a private and commissary sergeant of 
the 88th U.S. Volunteer Infantry from Sept. 16, 1899, 
to Jan. 15, 1900, and as a second lieutenant, 38th U.S. 
Volunteer Infantry, from Dec. 6, 1899, to June 30, 1901. 
He was appointed a second lieutenant, 6th U.S. Cavalry, 
Feb. 2, 1901, and accepted the office Jan. 3, 1902. He 
was promoted first lieutenant Jan. 17, 1902. 

Gen. Alfred Cumming, formerly of the Confederate 
Army, and one of the oldest and most prominent resi- 
dents of Summerville, died at the home of his son, Mr. 
Julian Cumming, in Rome, Ga., Dec. 5, 1910. General 
Cumming was the eldest son of Henry H. and Julia A. 
Cumming, and was born Jan. 80, 1829. He graduated 
at the West Point Military Academy in 1849, and was 
assigned as a brevet second lieutenant to the 8th Regi- 
ment of Infantry, U.S.A., then stationed in Texas. His 
subsequent service in the U.S. Army was at military 
posts in the Northwest and in the Utah expedition of 
1857-1858. At the time of the secession of the state of 
Georgia he was captain in the 10th U.S. Infantry. He 
resigned his commission Jan. 19, 1861, and offered his 
services to the Southern Confederacy. He rose to the 
rank of brigadier general, and took part in many battles, 
including Malvern Hill, Antietam, Vicksburg and Jones- 
boro, and was severely wounded. He was a member of 
the military commission to Korea in 1888. 


Bvt. Brig, Gen: Henry B. Tremain, U.8.V., one of the 
founders of the Grand Army of the Republic, and one 


of the best known lawyers in New York city, died at his 


Madison avenue home Dec. 10, 1910. He was made a 
first lieutenant in the 73d N.Y. Volunteers Aug. 14, 1861, 
and was made major and A.D.C. of Volunteers April 25, 
1863. At the siege of Yorktown he was attached to the 
staff of Gen. Nelson Taylor, and later served under 
General McCiellan and General Pope in the Peninsula 
campaign. While in Pope’s command he was taken 
prisoner at the second battle of Bull Run, and spent 
several weeks in Libby Prison until his parole. After his 
exchange he was attached to the staff of Gen. Daniel 
Sickles, and later served as aid to Gen. Daniel Butter- 
field at Chattanooga, He was brevetted lieutenant colonel 
of Volunteers for gallant and meritorious services in 
March, 1865; colonel for gallant and meritorious services 
during the war, and brevet brigadier general of Volun- 
teers for faithful and meritorious services in November. 
He was awarded the Congressional medal for honor in 
1892 for having, at the battle of Rensaca, Ga., on May 
15, 1864, voluntarily ridden between the lines while two 
brigades of Union troops were firing into each other and 
stopped the firing. Among other activities he filled the 
presidency of the Army of the Potomac in 1902 and of 
the Veterans of the 7th N.G.N.Y. He was also associated 
with the Academy of Political and Social Science and the 
American Authors’ Society. His main literary works 
are “Yast Hours of Sheridan’s Cavalry,” “Two Days of 
War” and “Sectionalism Unmasked.” General Tremain’s 
wife survives him. 

Mr. Upton Alexander, son of the late Gen. Andrew J. 
Alexander, U.S.A., died at Clifton Springs, N.Y., Dec. 
10, 1910. 

Mrs. Mary Evans Caffey, mother of Lieut. Lochlin W. 
Caffey, 15th U.S. Inf., succumbed to, an attack of pneu- 
monia on Saturday, Dee. 10, 1910, at the home of her 
eldest son, B. F. Caffey, 1037 First avenue, Salt Lake 
city. Mrs. Caffey, who was in her seventy-fifth year, 
was born in Decatur, Ga. She is survived by four chil- 
dren, two of whom, B. F. and Lieutenant Caffey, were 
at her bedside, the others being Mrs. Kate C. Barco, of 
ge River, Fla., and A. W. Caffey, of High Point, 


The funeral of Col. N. S. Finney, C.S.A., whose death 
occurred Noy. 26, 1910, in Annapolis, Md., at the home 
of his daughter, the wife of Lieut. Earl P. Finney, 
U.S.N., No. 8 Revell street, took place Noy. 28. The 
funeral services were conducted by, the Rev. Father J. 
Barron, of St. Mary’s Church, and the remains were 
buried in St. Mary’s Cemetery. The deceased was a 
native of Brooklyn, N.Y., and was on a visit to his 
daughter. His death was due to apoplexy and was 
thus sudden and_ unexpected. Colonel Finney was 
an_ officer of the Confederate Army as an engineer and 
ordnance officer. He was in command of Augusta 
Arsenal during the last part of the war. He was a 
genial, whole-souled man, who was esteemed and admired 
by a large circle of friends, over whom his death has 
cast a deep gloom. The floral tributes were numerous 
and handsome. The funeral was attended by a large 
number of naval friends of Lieut. and Mrs. Finney. 

Bvt. Lieut. Col. Frederick W. Schaurte, late captain 
2d U.S. Cav., who resigned in May, 1867, died at Santa 
Ana, Cal., Dec, 2, 1910, and he was buried in St. Louis, 
Mo., Dec. 8, with military honors. He saw a great deal 
of active service, which began as a private in the 13th 
U.S. Infantry in November, 1854. Colonel Schaurte took 
part in many campaigns against the Sioux, Crows and 
Comanche Indians in the West before the era of rail- 
roads, and in the spring of 1861 he was commissioned 
by Gov. Samuel Medary first lieutenant of Volunteer 
Infantry, and was ordered to Leavenworth to operate 
against bushwhackers that had been terrorizing the sur- 
rounding country. Later he was commissioned first lieu- 
tenant of Company F, 6th Kansas Cavalry, and was 
appointed a second lieutenant, 2d U.S. Cavalry, in June, 
1862. Among other service he was sent to Washington 
to join the Army of the Potomac, and Dec. 27 was com- 
missioned lieutenant colonel by Abraham Lincoln, and 
assigned to the 2d Regiment, Cherokee Indian Brigade. 
In the big Indian fights of 1863 Colonel Schaurte partici- 
pated with valor, being with the Union forces at the 
capture of Fort Smith, Ark. After all the Indian regi- 
ments were mustered out Colonel Schaurte was charged 
with the protection of shipping on the Arkansas River, 
making his headquarters at Little Rock. He was 
brevetted captain, major and lieutenant colonel for gal- 
lant and meritorious service during the war. He was 
commissioned captain, 24d U.S. Cavalry, in August, 1866, 
and was detailed to Indian service. He resigned in 1867 
to enter civil life, having married Miss Antoinette Wilcox, 
of Van Buren, Ark. Colonel Schaurte established himself 
as a planter in Arkansas. His widow and only child, 
Mrs. James M. Breckenridge, 5540 Clemens avenue, St. 
Louis, survive. 

Mr. William H. Hunt, who died this week, is the 
fourth son of the late William Henry Hunt, of Louisiana. 
who was Secretary of the Navy in the Cabinets of Presi- 
dents Garfield and Arthur, and Minister to Russia. 

The funeral of the late Capt. S. J. Mulhall, U.S.A., 
retired, who died of angina pectoris on Dec. 11, 1910, 
was held at his late residence at Ballston, Va., Dec. 14. 
Interment was in Arlington Cemetery. It was attended 
by a large number of his friends, both military and 
civil, and a delegation of the Loyal Legion, of which he 
was a member. The band and a troop of the 15th 
Cavalry joined the procession at Fort Myer. Services 
were conducted by Rev. W. E. Callendar, of Falls 
Church, Virginia, and Chaplain W. W. Brander, 11th 
Cav. Captain Mulhall served from June 26, 1862, to 
June 25, 1865, in the 4th U.S. Artillery as a private, 
and at one time made a dangerous crossing of the 
Potomac on thin ice with important despatches. He 
served in the 42d U.S. Infantry as a private and 
musician from July 20, 1867, to April 22, 1869, when 
he was transferred to the 6th Infantry, and discharged 
July 23, 1869. He served as a private, General Service, 
July 7, 1875; was appointed second lieutenant, 14th U.S. 
Infantry, Feb. 29, 1876; was promoted first lieutenant 
July 1, 1888; captain April 23, 1904. He served on the 
Western frontier, and was on the Ute expedition under 
General Merritt after the massacre of Agent Meeker 
and agency employees in 1879.

DEATH OF STUART FORBES PATTERSON. 


Of the death of Mr. Stuart Forbes Patterson, which 
occurred Monday, Dec. 5, at Saranac Lake, N.Y., and 
which we briefly noted in our last issue, a friend of the 
deceased writes: “Mr. .Patterson was the son of Gen. 

atterson. He was born at 
Tort Totten, Pox ese Feb. 14, 1874. Much of 
his early life was spent in Cooperstown, N.Y. He went 
to Williams College, was a member of the Alpha Delta 
Phi and graduated in 1895. For a short time after leav- 
jng college he studied law in the office of Marcus T. 





Hun, of this city. Later he went to New York, and was 
with Evarts, Choate and Beaman, where he remained 
until the breaking up of that firm, He then went to 
St. Paul, Minn., and was on the staff of the Pioneer 
Press for several years. Returning to New York, he took 
a position in the Lawyers’ Title Insurance and Trust 
Company, where he was at the time last spring when his 
health failed, and he was obliged to go to the Adirondacks 
in the. vain hope of recovery. 

“Mr. Patterson was a man of very beautiful character, 
retiring, modest, affectionate, of great reserve, but of 
ready wit, accurate observation and a keen sense of 
humor. His knowledge of matters political was good, 
and his judgment excellent. His interest in everything 
which concerned the city and state in which he lived was 
intense, but he was essentially a student, devoted to 
reading, well versed in literature and with a thoroughly 
cultivated taste; yet he was not lacking in the manly 
qualities of courage and endurance. Like a soldier on 
the field of battle, he faced the shattering of life’s hopes, 
banishment from home and friends, prolonged illness and 
early death. Not a word of murmuring or complaint in 
all the weary months of suffering passed his lips. Net 
a trace of self-pity was in his heart, and his latest 
thought was to fight a good fight, to die bravely, and to 
soften, as far as possible, the sorrow of those whom he 
loved and left behind.”

In a lecture on “Applied Ethics” in the Nobel course 
at Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 14, ex-President Roosevelt 
said: “‘Last spring when in Europe I was struck by the 
fact that every statesman I met deemed two acts of 
the American people during the past decade pre-eminently 
worth noting; those two being the voyage of the Battle 
Fleet around the world and the businesslike efficiency 
with which we were doing the work on the Panama 
Canal.

That work represents one of our 
greatest national assets, one of the greatest feats to be 
credited to our nation throughout our entire history. 
Enormous sums of money have been spent, and yet there 
is practically no taint of corruption in connection with 
spending them. Very few private business concerns can 
show such a high standard of probity and efficiency as 
has obtained among the men doing the work on the 
Panama Canal. Many men have rendered high and honor- 
able service to the United States in connection with the 
work of the Panama Canal, but by far the greatest and 
most important work has been rendered by Colonel 
Goethals. It is to him more than to any other one man 
that we owe the successful accomplishment of one of the 
greatest business and engineering feats of all the ages.”

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OUR CRITICAL MILITARY CONDITION. 


Representative Tawney, chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Appropriations, would appear to be the man 
responsible for the attempt to suppress the report upon 
our military conditions appearing on page 450 of this 
number, and which was prepared by the War Department 
in response to a resolution passed at the last session of 
Congress. We therefore owe thanks to Mr. Tawney for 
taking the most effective means of calling public attention 
to this document, one of the most important ever sent 
to Congress. This unintended service may partially atone 
for the ungenerous and unmanly attempt, for which Mr. 
Tawney appears to be also responsible, to discredit the 
report by declaring it to be the result of a conspiracy 
to secure an increase in military appropriations. News- 
papers which, like the New York Evening Post especially, 
have caught up and elaborated this charge know perfectly 
well that it is not true, as Mr. Tawney does also. 

This report was prepared in response to a call from 
Congress, and sent to it in the usual course at the opening, 
and, in accordance with a custom thoroughly understood 
in the office of the Evening Post, as well as in every 
other newspaper office, it was furnished with other reports 
from the Department, to the press in advance, with the 
stipulation that it was not to be published until “re- 
leased.” Yet the Post, and other papers of that ilk, 
have sought to distort these patent facts into something 
sinister and mysterious. Moreover, the report is simply 
a plain statement of facts; indeed, a repetition, somewhat 
more in detail, of facts previously presented to Congress 
in annual reports and also laid before the public in 
articles published broadcast through the magazines and 
newspapers. 

There is not a man in this country or any other whose 
study and experience justify him in declaring his opinion 
on this important subject who will not say that the facts 
certified to by the Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Staff are understated, rather than overstated. There is 
but one theory on which they can be questioned, or 
disregarded, and that is the theory held by those who 
declare that the radiant glory of the millennium is over- 
shadowing the earth. The manner in which these theorists 
juggle with the facts, or entirely ignore them, is shown 
in the statement made in one of the latest articles of Rev. 
Charles A. Jefferson, who, as an evidence that the world 
has progressed beyond the need of armies, declares that 
Christian progress has put an end to famines. As a 
matter of fact, one of the very worst famines China has 
known was ten years ago, when in two provinces of 
China, having an aggregate population of over twenty- 
one milions, three-quarters of the population were esti- 
mated to be starving; devouring each other, selling their 
wives and children, ete. And isn’t famine still chronic 
in India? Draw what conclusions you like, gentlemen, 
from the facts, but do not attempt to ignore, disguise or 
pervert these facts if you have any higher purpose. than 
to exploit your theories at the expense of the truth, 
which will in the end avenge itself upon those whu 
deny it. 

The New York Times publishes what purports to be 
a report of a conference between Secretary Dickinson, 
the President and Senator Root, in which the Secretary 
of War reminded these two distinguished gentlemen, 
when they objected to the publication of his report upon 
our military conditions, that the facts now made public 
were presented in substance by them in their annual 
reports when they held his position.

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NAVAL LEGISLATION. 


The indications are now that there will be no naval 
reorganization legislation at this session of Congress. In 
all probability Congress will. decide to give Secretary 
Meyer more time to try out his plans and pass the re- 
organization question over to the next Congress. At 
least this is the form in which the Naval Appropriation 
bill will come from the House Committee unless there is 
a change in the attitude of some of the members of the 
committee. The affairs of the Bureau of Equipment will 
remain as at present. Although its appropriations have 
been distributed among the other bureaus, the bureau 
has never been abolished. Legally it still exists, although 
in fact there is no such bureau in the Department. 
Neither will there be any legislation for the appointment 
of the aids to the Secretary. The majority of the House 
Naval Committee, according to expressions that they 
have made during the week, are not convinced that there 
is need for aids in the Department. 

A postponement of action on the Navy reorganization 
amounts to a defeat for Secretary Meyer. It is generally 
admitted that the Democrats on the committee are op- 
posed to Secretary Meyer’s plans, and none of them has 
ever pretended to make any secret of this unfriendliness 
to the head of the Department. Aside from this, when 
the Democrats take control of the House it will be their 
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general:,policy. to embarrass the Administration at -every 
opportunity. The Republicans would play the same 
game if the National Administration were controlled by 
the Democrats.-° It »would be far better if some sort of 
a compromise reorganization scheme would be agreed to 
by the friends: of the Newberry and the advocates of the 
Meyer plan. 2 

It is now thought that the Foss bill (H.R. 17759), 
creating a Naval Militia something on the same plan that 
the Dick bill organized the state~-Militia in connection 
with the Army, will be called up and passed in the House 
before the holidays. The measure occupies a good posi- 
tion on‘ the calendar, and Chairman Foss is watching 
for an opportunity to press his pet bill for passage. Even 
with the prospect of securing legislation along this line 
there have been indications of increased interest in the 
Naval Militia. Oregon and Washington have recently 
organized companies of Naval Reserves, and Virginia, 
Florida and Texas will shortly follow with strong 
organizations. ‘There are now organizations in twenty- 
four states, with a total strength of about 7,000. ' It is 
thought that under the operations of the Foss bill this 
strength will be increased to at least 15,000.

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THE VOLUNTEER OFFICERS’ RETIRED LIST. 

The Warner-Townsend bill (H.R. 18899), to create a 
Civil War Volunteer officers’ retired list, will come up 
in the House early in January. That it will pass seems 
assured, as it is stated that Speaker Cannon and the 
Republican leaders in the House have agreed to bring 
in a rule under which the measure will be brought to a 
vote after a short debate. It is now only a question 
as to the form in which the measure will pass the House. 
It is understood that the Sherwood amendment, which 
virtually amounts to the dollar-a-day pension bill for all 
enlisted men, will be stricken out. An increase in pen- 
sions for the enlisted men will be taken care of in 
another bill. This will practically be the bill adopted 
at the national encampment of the Grand Army. By this 
measure soldiers of the Civil War, upon reaching the age 
of seventy-five years, will receive a service pension of 
$25.per month. 

While around at the White House and at the Depart- 
ment there is much talk of economy and the reduction 
of the expenses of the Government, in the inner circles 
at the Capitol a comprehensive legislative program which 
will be a startling revelation to the country is being 
given consideration. It is stated that Speaker Cannon, 
Chairman Tawney and the other influential Republican 
leaders have grown weary of acting as guardians for 
the Treasury. Now that the Democrats will control the 
next House, and be responsible for any deficit, the Repub- 
lican leaders, it is stated, will thrust aside all considera- 
tion of the condition of the finances or the country and 
pass any legislation that appears to be demanded by 
their constituents. 

The Retired Volunteer Officers bill, with the Sherwood 
amendment, is immensely popular in Grand Army circles. 
Although it was not formally endorsed at the annual 
encampment, it is known that a majority of the veterans 
were demanding its passage. Gen. Isaac R. Sherwood, 
although he is the staunchest kind of a Democrat, has 
been elected twice in a Republican district because he 
was an advocate of the measure in the form in which 
it came from the Military Committee. On the other 
hand, it is stated that General Keifer, the veteran ex- 
Speaker of the House, was retired from Congress on 
account of his ‘opposition to the measure. In fact, the 
argument of General Keifer, that the bill with the Sher- 
wood amendment would bankrupt the Treasury, was not 
listened to by his constituents. In other districts 
Democrats came into Congress on the same issue. Now 
the Republican leaders, it is said, have determined to 
pass this measure and a number of others, even if such 
action does create a deficit. They propose not only to 
turn over to the Democrats the work of revising the 
tariff, buti to enact legislation which will keep the Dem- 
ocrats busy maintaining the credit of the nation. But 
in doing this they intend to pass only measures which 
have been advocated strenuously by the Democrats. 

This program, if carried out by the Republican leaders, 
will open the way for some needed Army legislation. It 
may result in the passage of one of the personnel bills. 
At least, it will improve the opportunities for securing 
such legislation. 








PLANS FOR OUR FLEETS. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Winthrop has approved 
a schedule of movements of the vessels of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Fleets for the next few months. The Atlantic 
Fleet will leave Guantanamo on or about March 13 for 
Hampton Roads, arriving about March 18. Battle prac- 
tice will be held off the Virginia Capes beginning on 
April 1. The Fifth Division of the Atlantic Fleet, con- 
sisting of the Tennessee, Washington, North Carolina 
and the Mortana, will sail from Hampton Roads about 
Jan. 4, and after certain scouting exercises will arrive 
at Guantanamo about Jan. 15. This division will leave 
Guantanamo for home ports about Feb. 20. The Bir 
mingham, Chester and Salem will sail from Hampton 
Roads about Jan. 4 with the Fifth Division; will arrive 
at Guantanamo about Jan. 15, and will leave for their 
home ports between Feb. 16 and 20. The Seventh 
Torpedo Division will arrive at Guantanamo about Jan. 
15, arid will remain there until about Feb. 20, when they 
will sail for Mobile, Ala. A general plan of operations 
of the Pacific Fleet for next ‘year has been arranged by 


Rear Admiral Wainwright, Aid fot Operations. On Jan. 
1 the home yard of the West Virginia will be changed 
from Mare Island to Puget Sound. During January, 
February and March the Maryland and West Virginia 
will conduct coal tests in the vicinity of Puget Sound. 
On Jan. 2, or as soon thereafter as possible, the Colorado 
will go to the Puget Sound Navy Yard for repairs, re- 
maining there until about March 15. During January, 
February and March the California, South Dakota.and 
Pennsylvania will exercise on the Southern California 
coast. In April all six armored cruisers will hold battle 
practice and steam trials in the vicinity of Santa Bar- 
bara, Cal. In May, June and July the West Virginia, 
Maryland, California and Colorado. will exercise’ in ‘the 
vicinity of Puget Sound, the West Virginia and Maryland 
continuing the coal tests, if not completed by that time. 
Upon completion of the battle practice in April the 
Pennsylvania will go to the Puget Sound Navy Yard for 
boiler repairs, remaining until about July 15, and the 
South Dakota will go to Mare Island for repairs. Elemen- 
tary target practice will be held by all six vessels in 
August. In the future each ship of the Pacific Fleet will 
be given about two months annually for repairs and 
overhauling by its crew, assisted by the yard force, in the 
same general way as that adopted for the Atlantic Fleet. 

A most interesting scouting problem will be worked 
out on the return of the Atlantic Fleet from the English 
Channel to Guantanamo. The armored cruisers Ten- 
nessee, Washington, Montana and North Carolina, and 
the scout cruisers Birmingham, Chester and Salem, 
under the command of Rear Admiral Staunton will at- 
tempt to intercept the battleships before they reach 
Guantanamo. The scouting force will be assisted by 
the Seventh Torpedo Division of the Atlantic Torpedo 
Fleet, now in Porto Rican waters, consisting of the 
Smith, Lamson, Preston, Flusser and Reid. The same 
conditions will be presented as if a fleet from one of the 
European powers were on its way to attack the Panama 
Canal. It will be the duty of Rear Admiral Staunton 
to discover the “enemy” at the earliest possible date, 
and at the same time the Battleship Fleet will attempt 
to elude the scouting force. Aside from the general 
movement an opportunity will be afforded to try out a 
number of appliances for observation with which the 
ships are equipped. The report on this movement will 
be of great interest and importance. 








To those disgusted politicians of the West and Middle 
West who found that the Army Engineers would not 
lend themselves to their pet projects for working through 
schemes for expending large sums of public moneys on 
worthless improvements to enhance their own. impor- 
tance in the eyes of their constituents we would recom- 
mend a reading of the proceedings of the River and 
Harbor Congress, which closed a three-day session in 
Washington on Dec. 9. The resolutions adopted by the 
Congress, as setting forth the needs of the country in 
the matter of waterway improvement, announced that it 
should be a cardinal principle of all waterway improve- 
ment that no project should be adopted by Congress 
which has not received the approval of the Army Engi- 
neers. This is only a just and timely recognition of 
the conscientious work performed by the Engineers and 
the cleanness of the administration of this, one of the 
most important and vital departments in the develop- 
ment of the country’s commerce. Some of the fretful 
chambers of commerce and boards of trade in the Miss- 
issippi Valley can well study this resolution with profit. 
The Congress also advocated the annual expenditure of 
$50,000,000 for the improvement of rivers and harbors. 
In connection with this request and with the expres- 
sion of appreciation of the work of the Engineers, was 
adopted a recommendation to Congress that the Corps 
of Engineers, U.S.A., be materially increased to meet 
the expansion of their work. A committee was appoint- 
ed to present these resolutions to the Vice-President and 
to the Speaker of the House. Representative Joseph 
E. Ransdell, of Louisiana, was re-elected president of 
the Congress and J. F. Hilison, of Cincinnati, secretary 
and treasurer.

In another column, page 440, appears a letter from 
Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester regarding some views on 
aviation that appeared in an article in our issue of 
Oct. 29.

The Navy Department has issued instructions to stop 
work on the plans for any further magazine cooling 
equipment for the battleships. It has not yet been de- 
cided how far it will be wise to go in equipping ships 
with magazine cooling plants. Of course all the new 
battleships are being fitted out with cooling apparatus, 
but some of the highest authorities do not think that it

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The War Department is very: much embarrassed by a 
recent ruling of :the ‘Comptroller ‘of the ‘Lreasury and 
Auditor for the War Department; to the effect that it 
is unlawful to make a part payment on any. govern- 
ment work before it is completed and delivered. For a 


hundred yéars or more it has been the policy of. the War. 


Department >to make partial! payments ‘on’ large con--- 


tracts at various stages of -completion.' It' has been a 
great convenience tothe contractors and has cost the 
government nothing; as the nioney is always appropriated 
before the contract is let. But in paying for a. large 
order of smokeless powder the question of the legality 
of paying for it before it was delivered was raised. 
As it requires about six months to dry smokeless powder 
after it has been manufactured, the War Department 
has been in the habit of making a partial payment as 
soon as the powder was turned out of the factory and 
put out to dry. But the Auditor for the War Depart- 
ment and the Comptroller of the Treasury have decided 
that this is illegal. The same principle will apply to 
all other transactions of the Department, and it will be 
necessary to revolutionize the system of doing business 
with contractors, unless some relief is afforded by ‘legis- 
lation.

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OUR MILITARY UNPREPAREDNESS. 


The attempt to suppress the report prepared at the 
War Department in response to the resolution of the 
House adopted at the wise suggestion of Representative 
McLachlan, of California, is a case of shutting the barn 
door after the horse has been stolen, for the daily papers 
have already published the substance of the report, There 
is no fact in the report which is not well known to every 
war office abroad, so that the only effect of withholding the 
report is to deprive Congress and the country of informa- 
tion which has been officially called for and which it is 
of the utmost public importance to make known in a 
way to stimulate a lethargic Congress to do a duty far 
too long neglected. The attempt to make it appear that 
men of the character of Secretary Dickinson and General 
Wood could have formulated such a report for a purpose 
any less commendable than that of discharging a patriotic 
duty is unworthy of those with whom such a suggestion 
originates. Certainly no two men are more competent to 
ascertain the facts and none more capable of determining 
whether or not these facts should be made known. The 
restriction placed upon the use of these facts would pre- 
vent their publication by us but for the fact that the 
daily papers have made them public. 

The total unpreparedness of the United States for 
war has been set forth so fully and so persistently in our 
columns that our readers require no information on the 
subject. If the Secretary had been permitted to publish 
his report it is possible that the country might be made 
to understand it so thoroughly that at the first oppor- 
tunity his constituents would bury out of sight every 
member of Congress who persisted in ignoring it. The 
report shows that it is not in offensive power alone that 
we are deficient. “In my opinion,” wrote Mr. Dickia- 
son, “this country cannot, so far as its land forces are 
concerned, be considered in a state of readiness for de- 
fense or to repel invasion if attempted on our coast by 
any first-class power having the shipping to transport 
and the Navy to protect the transit of her armored forces 
over the sea.” we 

The Regular Army is found by Secretary Dickinson 
to be almost fatally deficient. It lacks numbers; it lacks 
the proper proportion of the various arms and reserves, 
field guns, ammunition and supplies ; it is widely scat- 
tered; it is not organized into brigades or divisions 
essential for war purposes. While the coast defenses are 
satisfactory in the matter of equipment, there are not 
enough artillerymen to man them. ——- : 

The supply and reserve of ammunition is deficient and 
supplies of this character cannot be promptly procured 
on the breaking out of war. = 

The Militia is in even worse condition, declares Secre- 
tary Dickinson. It lacks arms and numbers; it is with- 
out proper organization; it is so scattered as to prohibit 
prompt concentration; it is deficient in training and 
physical stamina and many of the Militiamen, by reasop 
of family relations, could not be counted upon for long 
war service.

An enemy operating on the offensive against our At- 
lantic and Gulf or our Pacific coasts would have a wide 
choice of objectives and points of landing; he would 
manifestly keep us ignorant as to the point of attack 
selected and would attempt to make his lodgment on 
the coast by attacking the coast defenses from the front, 
by landing out of range of the coast defense guns and 
attacking the fortifications from the rear, or by a com- 
bination of both methods. The liberty to choose the 
point of attack which belongs to the offensive in such 
operations places us under the necessity of providing 
an adequate defense available for all points: liable to 
attack and involves our having, first, a sufficient force 
of Cavalry, Field Artillery and Infantry to prevent his 
landing out of range of the seacoast armament and 
capturing the defenses from the rear, and second, a 
sufficient manning detail of Coast Artillery troops, with 
ample supplies for operating the coast defenses against 
a frontal attack. ; ; 

Making deductions for ineffectives, the Regular Army 
numbers only about 64,000 and the Militia 86,200. As 
an enemy with the choice of point of attack might re- 
quire us to have an adequate defense at all points, the 
minimum number of trained mobile troops required to 
prevent a lodgment by the enemy on the Atlantic or Gulf 
coasts is placed at 450,000. : } 

This is on the theory that the first single hostile ex- 
pedition to cross the Atlantic would be made up of 
100,000, and that the crossing could be made in from 
ten to eighteen days, while an expeditionary force of like 
strength might be expected to follow in from twenty to 
forty days. Yet to repel this force we have available in 
all parts of the United States at present only 114,500 
Regulars and Militia lacking in many essentials. So that 
there is an actual shortage of 335,500 men to defend our 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts. In addition 19,149 trained 
Coast Artillery troops are needed to man the existing 
forts. ; 

The Secretary explains the situation as regards the 
Atlantic and Gulf coasts in this table: 


Mobile 

troops. 

Needed to defend Atlantic and Gulf coasts.... 450,000 
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troops. 

Needed to man Atlantic and Gulf defenses..... 39,549 
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The same number of men could be brought by an 
enemy against our Pacific coast, as against our Atlantic 
and Gulf coasts, and the same number of defenders 
would be necessary. The time required to transport 
such a force across the Pacific would be from sixteen 
to twenty days, depending upon the speed of the con- 
voy and the point selected for attack. 

To meet this requirement we have available in all 
parts of the United States a total force of 114,500 
mobile troops (32,500 Regulars and 82,000 Militia). It 
is estimated that this force could be assembled on the 
Pacific coast at.the following rate:

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As regards the third question of the resolution, in 
reference to the additional forces, armaments and equip- 
ments necessary to afford reasonable guaranty against 
successful invasion of the United States in time of war, 
it is stated, that after giving due consideration to the 
state of preparedness of those great military nations 
with which we might possibly become involved in con- 
flict and the promptitude with which such nations can 
and do prosecute war, it is the opinion that the United 
States should have available at all times a trained mobile 
force of Regulars and Organized Militia approximating ‘ 
in strength 450,000 officers and men. This force should 
consist of active troops undergoing training and a re- 
serve of trained officers and men obligated and ready 
to join the colors when war is imminent or has been 
declared. It should, like the armies of all military na- 
tions, be organized at all times into brigades and di- 
visions; should have such a peace strength and composi- 
tion as will permit of its mobilization at war strength 
in the most prompt and efficient manner; should be com- 
posed of the proper proportion of all arms of the mobile 
service—Cavalry, Field Artillery, Infantry, Engineers, 
Signal Corps and sanitary troops—and should be served 
by an adequate and well trained staff. 

The seacoast armament should be augmented where 
necessary; should be equipped with the necessary ap- 
pliances for its operation, and provided with an ample 
supply of ammunition. An absolute essential to the 
effective use of any army we may have is the acquisi- 
tion and assembly in proper localities of at least so 
much of the necessary armament, equipment and sup- 
plies of that army as can be procured in the open mar- 
kets of the country during the brief period which, under 
modern conditions of warfare, will be available for the 
assembly of the army and its concentration at points 
where its services may be needed; for, however patri- 
otic our citizens may be, and however rapidly they may 
offer to enlist in the army, the Government can not 
avail itself of their services unless it has on hand or 
can rapidly procure the equipment necessary to put them 
in the field prepared for field operations. The essential 
character of this preparation is shown by the fact that 
practically all nations with military pretensions have 
stored in readiness for war complete field equipment 
for all their organized forces at war strength. 

In preparing this report care has been taken to make 
all statements conservative. This is especially true of 
the estimate of 450,000 trained mobile troops for our 
first line, for the inevitable losses incident to camp dis- 
eases and disabilities, always present among new troops, 
would reduce this force to 000 or less within a 
short time after its being assembled. A more suitable 
estimate for the first line of 600,000 men. This, of 
course, increases the shortage of equipment, arms, ete., 
aJready pointed out. 

It is apparent, after considering this paper, which is 
based upon a most eareful analysis of the existing 
situation, that we are almost wholly unprepared for 
war; that outside of a reserve of small arms and small- 
arms ammunition we have not equipment adequate to 
meet the needs of the present Regular Army and Or- 
ganized Militia at war strength, and, consequently, noth- 
ing to equip other troops; that the things which we most 
need are those which will take longest to supply, espe- 
cially field artillery guns and ammunition. 

The remedy is self-evident. We must determine what 
we consider to be the proper force necessary for our 
first line in case of war with any of the great powers 
having possible sea control, and make preparation for 
its enrolment, equipment and supply. The country must 
be divided into suitable military districts or departments 
and provisional divisions organized, the deficiencies in 
the troops of the different arms noted, and preparations 
made to supply them promptly in case of war, either 
from the Volunteers or from the reserve, which should 
be organized from men who have served in the Army or 
Organized Militia; depots of supplies must be estab- 
lished, and the supplies, other than subsistence, neces- 
sary for a period of at least six months for the troops in 
the district covered by the depot assembled and packed 
in such a way as to permit of their prompt distribution, 
and all other arrangements must be made to insure the 
speedy mobilization of our entire first line. 

WANTED, A WELL DEFINED MILITARY POLICY. 

In conclusion attention is invited to the fact that no 
well-defined policy as to the development of the mili- 
tary resources of the country in relation to the mobile 
army exists so far as can be ascertained. Such indications 
as found lead to the conclusion that such military policy 
as we have is based upon a general expectation or 
hope that the interests of the Government in war will 
be adequately protected, without laws requiring com- 
pulsory service, by a small Regular Army, augmented 
at first by the Organized Militia of the several states— 
the former well trained and the latter less well trained— 
and subsequently by the Volunteer forces composed of 
entirely untrained citizens commanded in great part by 

ually untrained officers; and that the organization 
of these forces into higher units, together with their sup- 
ply and equipment, can be left until war is imminent or 
has been declared. This policy is wholly inadequate 
for national needs and fraught with the gravest perils, 
for we may be certain that those nations which are 
fully prepared for the prompt undertaking and prose- 
cution of war will not forego their advantage and allow 
unprepared nations the time necessary to organize and 
call forth their military resources. For this reason it 
is imperative that the military policy of the country in 
relation to the mobile army should be as well defined as 
its policy in regard to coast defense. A sufficient reason 
for defining this policy arises from the fact that the Sec- 
retary of War is necessarily greatly embarrassed in the 
transaction of the business of his office by not having as 
the basis of his action an authoritative indication of the 
desire of Congress as to the development of the military 
resources of the country in a way which will answer its 
needs. This is particularly the case when it devolves 
upon him to recommend legislation for the Army, and 
the absence of such a policy gives rise to a tendency to 
suggest the enactment of laws which partake of the 
nature of temporary expedients rather than general 
legislation that will build up the Army as a consistent 
whole and make it efficient according to modern stand- 
ards. i 
In order that the deficiencies in our defenses may be 





corrected and the safety of the nation assured, it is sug- 
gested that there be established by the Congress a per- 
manent Council of National Defense, to be composed of 
members of the legislative and executive branches of 
the Government upon whom joint responsibility in this 
matter rests, to determine a general policy of national 
defense and to recommend to the Congress and to the 
President from time to time such measures relating to 
the national gefense as it shall deem necessary and ex- 
pedient. 

The most convincing part of the Secretary’s communi- 
cation is the array of damaging statistics published in 
the appendix table. This goes on to show that we are 
short of fortifications, guns and men to protect either 
coast, and that in case of war with England or Mexico 
we should have to contend with an enemy possessed of a 
strong base and able to move large masses of troops 
against us with supplies and munitions in great 
abundance. The details show the lamentably weak con- 
dition of our Quartermaster’s Department, the short- 
comings of the Army Commissary in time of war and the 
amazing want of ammunition and projectiles for coast 
defense. 

Attached to the letter was the draft of a bill in line 
with the suggestion made by the Secretary and Major 
General Wood in the document that there should be a 
council of war. This bill has been intréduced by Repre- 
sentative Hobson after the executive document was re- 
turned to the Secretary of War. The bill (H.R.293871) 
provides for a council of war, of which the Secretary 
of War shall be the president, and the other members 
the Secretary of the Navy, the chairmen of _ the 
Senate Finance Committee, Senate Military Com- 
mittee, Senate Naval Committee, House Appropriations 
Committee, the House Military and Naval Committees, 
the Chief of Staff of the Army, the Aid for Operations 
of the Navy, the president of the Army War College and 
the president of the Navy War College. The duty is 
imposed on this council of determining the general policy 
of national defense, and to recommend to the President 
of the United States for transmission to Congress such 
measures relating to national defense as it shall deem 
necessary and expedient. The council is required to 
meet once a year on such dates as it shall fix, and for 
special meetings when called by its president. It is pro- 
vided that any Cabinet member, Senator, Representative 
or any officer of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps or 
Militia may be summoned before the council for consulta- 
tion. The sum of $20,000 is appropriated for the neces- 
sary expenses of the council. 

Representative Hobson, in speaking of the idea of a 
military council, said: 

“Every other great nation has a body corresponding 
to this council, in most cases the premier being the presi- 
dent. The necessity for such a body is far greater in 
a non-military country like America, where national de- 
fense is chronically neglected, entailing incoherent meas- 
ures, waste of money and loss of efficiency. The effect 
will be to establish a definite and consecutive policy of 
national defense, determined by the deliberations of both 
the executive and legislative branches of the Government, 
which will ensure harmony, not only in determining the 
policy, but in carrying it out. The result must inevitably 
be not only greater efficiency, but greater economy both 
in time of peace and in time of war.” 

Major General Wood, in his testimony before the 
House Military Committee Dec. 14, furnished some of the 
most interesting information ever given before that body. 
He discussed the whole subject of national defenses, told 
where the weak points lay, and laid particular emphasis 
on the possibility of attack from the Orient. He did 
not give vent to any alarmist views as to danger of any 
immediate invasion, but talked confidently of the need 
of Congress, as a prudent and effective act, to take im- 
mediate action to guard against any possible trouble 
from Japan or China, S 
_He argued that Congress should provide for more ar- 
tillery and field guns and for a greater stock of muni- 
tions of war, so as to be prepared for any emergency. 
He believed that the standing Army should be expanded 
from 000 to 100,000 men. He favored reducing the 
term of enlistment from three years to two years. He 
believed in the active encouragement of the Militia of 
the states as a valuable first National Reserve, and that 
the 30,000 or more men annually going out of the Army 
to resume private life should be kept in close touch with 
the Government, so that they could constitute a second 
reserve. 

The Secretary of War and the Chief of Staff evidently 
wanted their views of the weak condition of the military 
system of the country to be known by Congress and the 
country, notwithstanding the injunction to secrecy. They 
have been making an earnest and candid examination of 
the whole subject of national defense and they realize 
conscientiously what the truth is. The President is not 
wholly of this frame of mind and he has the Speaker 
with him, for what Secretary Dickinson and General 
Wood urge would call for appropriations to strengthen 
the military system, and the President and the Speaker 
are together on the policy of cutting down expenses.

The Marine division team won by the heavy majority 
of 787 points over the deck division, and 1,071 over the 
engineer division. Corpl. W. H. Hayes, U.S.M.C., of the 
Marine team, was high man of the match, with a score 
of 397, and Pvt. Thomas Kingswell, U.S.M.C., second, 
with, 384. For the deck division, J. H. Graham, quar- 
termaster, first class, U.S.N., scored 330 points, with 
Coxswain Burns, U.S.N., second, with 314, and for the 
engineer division, E. Mushrush, fireman, second class, 
was first, with 289, and J. P. Condon, fireman, second 
class, second, with 286. 

The match was held under the most adverse weather 
conditions, the wind at times attaining a velocity of 
twenty miles, and constantly fishtailing, yet, notwith- 
standing this, and the numbing cold, the showing made 
was a most creditable one. 
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NAVY GUNS, POWDER AND TORPEDOES. 


The practicable ranges for our biggest naval guns were 
discussed by Rear Admiral N. E. Mason, U.S.N., Chief 
of the Bureau of Ordnance, at a hearing before the House 
Naval Committee on Dec. 8. Many of the points made 
by the bureau chief were brought out through the intelli- 
gent questioning of Representative Richmond Pearson 
Hobson. Admiral Mason said the long-point projectile 
to which the bureau is changing would penetrate armor 
at about twenty per cent. greater range than the old type. 
The opening or extreme range for an engagement with 
such a projectile he placed at 10,000 yards. At that 
range the new projectile has a penetration of approxi- 
mately fifteen inches of hard-faced armor with normal 
impact. Experiments with this projectile will soon take 
place and will settle that question. The difficulty of 
seeing the target limits the fighting range to something 
like 10,000 yards. At this range nearly all of a battleship 
is above the horizon as seen through the sights of a gun 


twenty-five feet above the water, and although the target 
is small it gives a very fair point of aim in perfectly 
clear weather. At 15,000 vards all or nearly all of the 
actual hull of the vessel drops below the horizon, leaving 
only the superstructure and upper works visible, so that 
the actual size of the target is reduced by perhaps one- 
half, while at the same time its apparent size, as seen 
through the telescope, is reduced by about fifty per cent. 
more. A little motion of the ship or the rolling up of a 
fair-sized wave will completely obscure the target most 
of the time. More important still, all systems of range 
finding fail at distances beyond 10,000, or at most 12,000 
yards. 

It is useless to think of hitting an object 10,000 or 
15,000 yards distant unless the range is known very 
accurately. All the sources of inaccuracy at short ranges 
are exaggerated as the range increases, and their cumula- 
tive effect at 15,000 yards is such as to make it doubtful 
whether a hit at that range could be regarded as anything 
more than a matter of good luck. -That we are able to 
get fair accuracy at 10, vards is due to the fact 
that our range finders work fairly well up to that distance 
and to the flat trajectory resulting from the very high 
velocities of our latest guns. At 25,000 yards the whole 
of a battleship would be below the horizon except possibly 
the tons of the smokestacks, which are too small to be 
seen through the sights at such a distance. At 20,000 
yards the conditions would be somewhat better, but the 
strip of the upper works which would show above the 
horizon would be too narrow to be of any real value 
as a target. In land firing seeing the target is not neces- 
sary on acecunt of the ease with which the range can be 
determined, but at sea the instruments for range finding 
are necessarily small and self-contained. In their most 
improved form they have a base of only about nine feet. 
A slight shock will put them out of adjustment, but with 
a perfect adjustment they give good indications up to 
about 8,000 yards, and fair indications even at 10,000. 
At the best no one would think of trusting them above 
12,000. Ship guns cannot be pointed by the indirect 
method used on land, but by actually looking through the 
sights of the guns directly. at the target, and the man 
pointing the gun must see the target so clearly that he 
can keep the gun on the target in spite of the rolling and 
pitching of the ship. To fire from a moving platform, 
at an unseen target, at an altogether unknown range, 
would be simply to throw ammunition away. This is true 
whether the velocity is high or low and the target is the 
side of the ship or the deck. The impracticability of 
using mortar fire from a moving platform like a ship is 
known to all gun experts. The effect of outside explo- 
sives on armor was shown by the explosion of 200 pounds 
of gelatine against one of the turrets of the Puritan. 
The burst cracked the 8-inch nickel steel plate against 
which it was placed, driving it in and bulging the mantelet 
plate inside; but, so far as known, did not interfere 
with the turret guns in any way. 

Admiral Mason said the reason for the increase in the 
estimate of $75.000 for ordnance was the increase in 
the number of ships going into commission in the year. 
The expenses necessarily increase with every ship added 
to the Navy. Of the estimate for $5,500,000, two millions 
is for target practice and $425,000 for clerks, ete. The 
bureau is starting a magazine at Hinghem, and a maga- 
zine has just been started et Puget Sound. A torpedo 
station has just been started on the West coast and a 
torpedo factory has been added to the torpedo station 
at Newport. Marines are not available for watchmen at 
magazines, as only experiencéd persons can be permitted 
to handle explosives. The capacity of the plant at Indian 
Head is 1,500,000 pounds of powder a year. This could 
be forced to 2,500,000 pounds. Half of the output is 
Low rewcrked powder, but this proportion will decrease. 
From one powder company last year 4,250,000 pounds of 
powder were ordered. The amount used last year was 
about 1,200,000 pounds, of which one million went in 
target practice. The price of the purchased powder was 
sixty cents, against sixty-three cents in_1909 and sixty- 
seven cents in 1908. The price was cut because of orders 
aggregating five million pounds. The actual cost to the 
Government of reworking is from thirteen to fifteen cents 
-@ pound. . It requires a pound and a quarter of old 
‘powder to make a ponnd of new reworked. Powder can 
now be kept indefinitely. It is drowned ; that is, it is put 
iin distilled. water and soaked. Powder received now 





could. be kept ten or fifteen years without reworking. 
There is some of the old brown prismatic powder still 
left that is taking up storage room. ‘This cannot be re- 
worked except into blasting powder. Lana 

Asked what he thought of the recent criticism of Sir 
Hiram Maxim of our powder, Admiral Mason said there 
was nothing in it at all, as he had gone into it thor- 
oughly. His answer appears as an appendix in the 
printed report of the hearing. Sir Hiram’s explanation 
of the explosions of our guns was that they were due to 
“multiple perforated powder.” In the éxplosions Maxim 
had in mind, said the Admiral, there is no evidence that 
the powder was at fault. These accidents have always 
pointed to one of the following causes: Weakness in the 
design of the gun or method of assembly, combined with 
flaws in the metal, or to personal mistakes in the weight 
or selection of the powder charge. It will be remembered 
that Sir Hiram, with a solicitude for the standing of our 
Navy that was really admirable if it had not been a bit 
condescending, said in his criticism of our ordnance: 
“Although 1 have been knighted and my business is in 
England, I am very much interested in my native country, 
and I do not like the idea that our Navy should be the 
laughing stock of nations.” In the appendix was the copy 
of an article by Major F. W. J. Barker, of the British 
army, on “Modern Gunpowder as a Propellant,” read 
before the Royal United Service Institute in 1890, In 
this Major Barker said that accidents to British guns 
since smokeless powder came into use had been due to 
two causes: The use of a progressive powder in guns 
designed for powders of the earlier non-progressive type 
and proving too weak along the chase to stand the pres- 
sure, and (2) the use of excessive charges in experimental 
work at the proving ground, “where such accidents are 
perfectly legitimate and where it is inevitable that acci- 
dents should occasionally occur.” In his very able 
refutation of Sir Hiram’s charges Admiral Mason does 
not hesitate to call Maxim’s statement “untrue.” 

Using the highest pressures and highest velocities 
throughout the firing of one full allowance of ammunition 
the accuracy of the guns would be greatly reduced, but 
they would not necessarily be useless. To meet this 
danger the bureau is being supplied as fast as possible 
with reserve guns, one in four. This incapacitating of the 
guns of a ship would leave it in bad shape to go into a 
second engagement unless there could be devised a way 
to prolong the life of the guns considerably beyond the 
100 or 150 rounds now the apparent limit. Very little 
progress has been made in preventing the erosion of the 
guns by powder. The compounds introduced into the 
smokeless powder, it is true, reduced the erosion some- 
what, but at the same time reduced the ballistic powers 
of the powder more than was safe. Erosion is caused by 
large charges fired with a very high temperature of ex- 
plosion. In guns of lower velocities, lower pressures and 
smaller charges, but of the same caliber, the erosion is 
much less. At present the question is one of either 
reducing the power of the guns, carrying a heavier weight 
along on the ship to do the same work or wearing out 
the guns. The 50-caliber guns for the new ships, the 
Arkansas and Wyoming, erode very rapidly at the top of 
their limit, and it may be found necessary to make some 
reduction in their power. ile not certain, the Admiral 
believed that the 12-inch gun for those vessels now 
outweighs the 14-inch gun now being built for the Army. 
He did not think the Army 14-inch could compare with 
the Navy 12-inch .50 caliber, in striking power, because 
the higher trajectory of the Army gun makes less the 
chance of hitting. The Navy has adopted a 14-inch for 
the new battieships of considerably higher power than 
the Army gun. He admitted there would be a large 
reduction in erosion in the Army gun used from a fixed 
emplacement, but such a gain in erosion at sea would 
be purchased at too high a price, since it would involve 
a sacrifice of the very features which have made possible 
the extraordinary improvement of the last ten years in 
naval gunnery—the high velocities, the flat trajectories 
and the long danger spaces characteristic of our present 
guns. The guns of the largest calibers are fired in our 
target practice from sixteen to twenty times.a year. 
At the end of 100 rounds the latest newest guns of all 
would have to be relined. It would take from two to 
three months to reline the guns of the Battleship Fleet 
after an engagement. By working overtime it might be 
done in a couple of weeks. Little information can be 
obtained as to the trouble foreign nations are having 
with erosion. The bureau has tried to get that informa- 
tion without success. They do not work their guns as 
hard in practice as we do. The process of relining, the 
Admiral said, could go on indefinitely. The relining of 
a 12-inch gun costs from $8,000 to $10,000. 

The remodeling of the sights and mounts now going 
on when once completed will make further change un- 
necessary. To make over these sights and mounts, etc., 
$587,000 would eventually be needed. The alterations 
will probably run on for two years. In the coming 
fiscal year $245,000 can be used. ‘Telephones on ships 
are needed for the torpedo defense guns because the 
information must be supplied almost instantaneously. 
For the larger guns visual instruments are used to convey 
information. The sights can be changed from one gun 
to another without injuring their efficiency, with proper 
adjustment, of course. at is one reason why the old 
guns are being rehabilitated and fixed up. e proposal 
now is to modify the 6-inch Mark VI. guns by hooping 
them to the muzzle and lining where necessary to make 
them spare guns for Mark VIII. guns, and to provide a 
few new Mark VIII. guns to bring up the number of 
spare guns. There are about 116 Mark VI. 6-inch guns 
now in the Service. Hooping to the muzzle will cost 
about $700, and relining each gun will cost about $4,000. 
The reserve for the Mark VI. guns is complete, but there 
is no adequate reserve for the Mark VIII. To give ua 
a proper reserve for the latter type we should have at 
least thirty more. It will require about 100 landing guns 
to equip the Navy, costing all told about $800,000. 

In cost of torpedoes the home made are cheaper than 
those got abroad. The latter cost, with. duty paid, $4,800, 
while the cost of the torpedoes manufactured at the home 
station is $4,300 each. On the twenty torpedoes’ manu- 
factured by the Government there has been a saving of 
about $10.000. We are still very short in our torpedo 
supply. ‘The number on hand, and those. under contract, 
ete., and authorized are 594. Over half of these are 
already delivered. We still want 342 to make a war 
Teserve of these: torpedoes. The capacity of the torpedo 
factory per annum is fifty, and increasing to 100. ‘The 
coming year probably seventy-five will be manufactured. 
Asked whether General Crozier, Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance of the War Department, had not proposed to 
manufacture big guns for the Navy at a lower price than 
the bids of private contractors and the estimates of the 
Navy Department, Admiral Mason replied with a copy 
of a memorandum dated March 3, 1910, sent to the 
Secretary of the Navy by him, showing that the cost of 
12-inch guns showed a difference of $520.25 each in 
favor of the Watervliet Arsenal over the Washington 
Navy Yard. For the 12-inch .50 caliber gun the Wash- 








ington Navy Yard estimate is for Lge! as against 
$72,800 bid by the Bethlehem and Midvale companies. 
The prices of the private companies include overhead 
charges, which do not figure in the navy yard estimate. 


THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS. 
THIRD SESSION. 

A bill extending to civilian employees of the staff the 
privileges of the Government Hospital for the Insane 
was reported favorably from the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs on Thursday, Dec. 15. Under the present 
arrangement only employees of the General Staff are 
entitled to these privileges. 

Senator Cullom Dee. 13 introduced a bill providing for 
the creation of*a commission to consider the several 
suggestions which have been made as to the best form 
of Lincoln memorial and to make: a specific recommenda- 
tion on the subject. The bill appropriates $100,000, to 
become immediately available for the use of the com- 
mission in employing artists and obtaining any assistance 
necessary to an adequate consideration of the subject. 

Mr. Thornton, the new Senator from Louisiana, has 
been appointed to the vacancy on the Senate Naval 
Committee. 

In asking fcr an appropriation of $15,000 for printing, 
binding and wrapping a new edition of the “Regulations 
for the Government of the Navy of the United States,” 
the Secretary of the Navy says: “This appropriation is 
requested to permit the issuing of a new edition of the 
Navy Regulations and Naval Instructions prior to July 
1, 1911, if possible. Such action is rendered absolutely 
necessary by the many changes that have been made in 
the methods of naval administration during the last three 
years, which have rendered the present book very useless. 
The state of the current appropriation for printing 
($153,000) is such that the printing could not be done 
under it during the present fiscal year. The plan by 
which the new edition is to be prepared is such that it 
is expected that it will be many years before it would 
be necesary to issue another edition, even should very 
material changes in methods of administration be made, 
as it lends itself to the incorporation of changes without 
reprinting the entire book much more readily than the 
old method.” 





PROCEEDINGS IN THE HOUSE. 


The House on Dec. 13 passed the Pension Appropria- 
the bill (H.R. 29157), carrying $153,615,000, and 
providing for a reduction of the number of pension 
agencies from eighteen to one. This reduction has been 
made annually for some time by the House, and just as 
regularly has the Senate refused to agree to the reduction, 
The House action is repeated at this time more on 
principle than in the expectation that the provision will 
pass at this Congress. The bill, as it passed the House, 
carries the following new paragraph: “The Commissioner 
of Pensions is directed to formulate and embrace in his 
next annual report a simplified, plan for the payment of 
pensions, whereby all preliminary vouchers shall be 
abolished, and the only vouchers required shall be attached 
to or be a part of the payment checks; and the Commis- 
sioner shall further report what, if any, changes in the 
law are necessary to carry such plan into effect.” 

Introduced in the House on Dec. 10, that body, after 
very little discussion, passed the Rivers and Harbors 
Appropriation bill (H.R. 28632), carrying some $22,- 
000,000. The report accompanying the bill said: “The 
average annual expenditure for rivers and harbors. for 
the ten years since 1899 is approximately $22,500,000. 
The cash appropriations carried in this. bill aggregate 
$21,894,861 for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1912. 
The cash appropriations for rivers and harbors te be 
carried in the Sundry Civil bill for the: fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1912, aggregate $7,368,077. These two amounts 
total $29,262,938, ¢ sum, it will be observed, largely in 
excess of the average annual expenditure for the past 
ten years. Indeed, in no single fiscal year, except 1909, 
has more than $28,000, in cash ever been used. In 
1909 the expenditure reached $34.577,751.69. It. will be 
seen, therefore, that the President’s expressed desire that 
cash appropriations for river and harbor work this year 
should not exceed apnroximately $30,000,000 is based 
approximately upon the maximum amounts heretofore 
expended in any one fiscal year. Of the 210 items con- 
tained in this measure 105 are for maintenance of com- 
pleted works, forty-nime for continuing work in whole or 
in part by government plant and hired labor, twenty-nine 
for completing works and twenty-seven for continuing 
work ‘where, due to the character of the improvement, 
conditions to be fulfilled by local interests or other special 
reasons,’ says the Chief of Engineers in his annual report 
(p. 34), ‘provision for completion is not regarded as 
essential at this time.’ ” 

The Legislative Appropriations bill (H.R. 29360) was 
reported in the House on Dec. 14, carying a total of 
$35,323,379.85, some $330,000 more than in last year’s 
Legislative Appropriation bill, and amounts for legislative 
purposes carried in the Sundry Civil and in Deficiency 
Acts, which made together $34,993,773. 

House Document 1073 is a report from Brig. Gen. 
William Crozier; Chief of: Ordnance, U.S.A., of the cost 
of manufacture in the several arsenals of the Army. 

The House Military Committee on.Tuesday, Dee. 13, 
reported favorably H.R. 28800. providing that hereafter, 
when it is impossible to identify individual burial places 
of Confederate prisoners of war, the Secretary of War 
is authorized to erect central masonry constructions or 
monuments upen .which bronze tablets will be placed 
containing the r-mes of the soldiers who are buried in 
the immediate vicinity. 

In a hearing before ‘the House Committee on Appro- 
priations Capt.. J. J. Knapp, U.S.N., Chief of. the 
Hydrographic Office, called. attention to the action of 
the Weather Bureau in interfering with the work of the 
Hydrographic Office by collecting marine data and pub- 
lishing what amounts to a. duplication of the naval 
charts. When Willis Moore, Chief of. the Weather 
Bureau, was called before the committee Representative 
Gillett charged him with having violated a promise made 
last .year that he would discontinue to print the naval 
charts that conflict with those issued by the Hydrographic 
Office. Mr. Moore called attention to the fact that there 
had heen no, legislation on the subject. e committee 
expressed astonishment that the difficulty which thev 
thought had been .settled ‘was still.on. The matter is 
being investigated. by a special committee at the White 
House, Secretary of. the. Navy Meyer, in his annual 
report, asked for the repeal of the provision limiting the 
personnel of the Hydrographic Office to two naval officers. 
The effect of the provision. he said, had been to make 
the Navy dependent on British Admiralty charts, which 
would be impossible to obtain in time of war. 

As recommended for passage by the House Naval Com- 
mittee, the Dental Surgeons bill (H.R. 6741) is amended 
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to provide for one dental surgeon with rank of lieutenant 
commander,.four passed assistant dental surgeons with 
rank of lieutenant, twenty-five. assistant and acting 
assistant dental surgeons. with the rank of lieutenant 
(junior grade), all original appointments to be in the 
lowest rank and promotions after physical and competitive 
professional examinations. Appointees take rank and 
precedence in the same manner as in the case of ap- 
pointees to the Medical Corps of the Navy, and shall not 
exercise command over persons in the Navy other than 
dental surgeons and such enlisted men as may be detailed 
to assist ‘them by competent authority. They shall 
receive the same pay and allowances as officers of corre- 
sponding rank yl g length of service in the Medical Corps 
of the Navy; Provided, That acting assistant surgeons 
in the Navy shall receive the same pay and allowances 
as are now or may. hereafter be provided by law for 
assistant surgeons in the Navy. They shall be eligible 
to retirement under the same conditions as officers of 
the Medical Corps of the Navy; Provided, That section 
1445 of the Revised Statutes of the United States shall 
not be applicable to the officers herein authorized; And 
provided further, That the dentist now employed at. the 
Naval Academy shall not be displaced by the operation 
of this Act. All appointments authorized by this Act, 
except the appointment of acting assistant dental 
surgeons, shall be made by the President. 

Relative to the bill (H.R. 26867) for the relief of 
certain officers on the retired list of the Navy, and to the 
Department’s reply, No, 26255-179, of June 22 last, 
Secretary Meyer wrote Dec, 2 to Chairman Foss, saying: 
“T have to recommend that lines 3 and 4 of said bill be 
changed to-read: “That any retired officer of the Navy 
whose promotion to the next higher grade having been due, 
but who failed to receive such promotion on the active, 
ete.’. The object of the bill is to. benefit a few officers now 
on the retired list who failed to receive their promotion 
when due, without fault on their part, on account of 
physical disabilities, which caused their retirement before 
their advancement to the next higher grade. As thus 
modified, and as stated in the Department’s former letter, 
the measure is commended to the favorable consideration 
of the committee.” ‘ 

Secretary Meyer has written to the chairman of the 
House Naval Committee recommending that the appro- 
priations at present shown under the headings ‘“Provi- 
sions, Navy, Bureau of Supplies and Accounts,” and 
“Contingent, Bureau of Supplies and Accounts,” be 
consolidated under the heading, “Provisions, Navy, and 
Contingent, Bureau of Supplies and Accounts.” This 
consolidation would materially reduce and simplify the 
recording of expenditures for the purposes covered by 
these appropriations, and is along the lines of simplifica- 
tion in accounting. It is further recommended that the 
wording of the appropriation “Provisions, Navy,” be 
amended by striking out the words “naval supply fund” 
after the words “expenses in handling stores purchased 
under the.” and substituting therefor the words “general 
account of advances.” 

Surgeon General Stokes has been asked by the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs to prepare a bill providing 
for the establishment of a Naval Medical Reserve Corps. 
The measure. will be drawn up along the lines of the 
Army Medical Reserve Corps, and it is understood that 
an effort will be made to pass the bill at this session. 
The members of the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
were warm.in their praise of the plan of Surgeon General 
Stokes for the creation of a Medical Reserve Corps and 
the general policy of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
ashe outlined it to the Committee at his recent hearing. 

The Tribune has this to say as to the chairmanship 
of the Military Committee in the next House: “The Army 
will not suffer in its appropriations by a change in the 
political complexicn of the House, if Representative 
Sulzer, who expects to be the chairman of the Military 
Affairs Committee, is able to dictate the policy to be 
pursued. Mr. Sulzer has a unique record in Congress. 
There have been few bills which draw money from the 
Treasury that he has not supported. He is. one of the 
few Democrats who believe that a great commercial 
country should be managed as a great commercial busi- 
ness, and it is certain that he will stand fora continuance 
of the present scheme. of appropriations. ‘I believe in 
treating the Army fairly,’ said Mr. Sulzer, ‘and I do not 
believe that there can be any material pruning of the 
Army Appropriation bil] without serious detriment to 
the Service. It has been said that the policy of the 
. Democrats will be to effect economy by depriving the 
Army and Navy of their reasonable appropriations. This 
is a mistake. While I am by no means certain that ] 
will be selected as chairman of the Committee on Military 
Affairs, I am sure that whoever secures the place will 
see that the Army does not suffer throngh any lack of 
generosity on the part of the committee.’”

ATLANTIC BATTLESHIP FLEET. 


The visit of the Atlantic Battleship Fleet to English 
and French ports is now drawing to a close, and the 
vessels depart on Dec. 30 from the foreign shores where 
they have been so warmly welcomed for Guantanamo, 
Cuba, for about eight weeks’ drill and maneuvers, and 
will sail from there for Hampton Roads on March 18, 
where they will coal and provision. Beginning April 1 
the vessels will hold target practice off the Capes. The 
fleet is due at Guantanamo about Jan. 16 next. 

The return voyage of the fleet will be marked by an 
important tactical problem, in which a supposed enemy’s 
battleship will try to elude a searching force of the 
homeland, and get to the coast undiscovered. The main 
fleet of sixteen battleships, under command of Rear 
Admiral Seaton Schroeder, is to assume the functions 
of an enemy after it leaves Dnglish and French ports for 
home. A division of four armored cruisers and three 
scouts, in charge of Rear Admiral Sidney Staunton, will 
put to sea from Hampton Roads soon after Jan. 1, and, 
supplemented later by the five destroyers cruising in the 
West Indies, endeavor to locate.the assumed hostile force, 

Since the interchange. of ports of the several divisions 
of the fleet officers and men have been seeing the sights 
and have been royally entertained, as well as entertaining 
on board ship themselves. ? 

Rear Admiral Schroeder called upon the Maritime 
Prefect, Vice Admiral Bellue; Rear Admiral Cros, the 
Deputy Prefect: Mons. Nectou and the Mayor at Cher- 
bourg, . Dec, 7, and the American Ambassador at 
Paris, Mr. Bacon, visited all the ships of the First Divi- 
sion, inspecting them with great interest. He had dejeuner 
with Rear Admiral Schroeder on board the Connecticut. 
Liberty parties have landed at Cherbourg and have had a 
fine time. woe “fe ; 

The. Third Division of the. fleet arrived at Bres 
France, from Gravesend, Dec. 9. An archange of officia

The U.S. supply ship Culgoa has arrived at Brest» with 
provisions and ‘stores: 

The British government gave .an official luncheon in 
London Dec. 10 to officers of the Second and Fourth 
Divisions .of the Battleship Fleet, lying off Portsmouth 
and Gravesend, in the members’ dining room of the House 
of Commons. : The Earl of .Beauchamp, First Commis- 
sioner oft Works, presided. After toasts had been drunk 
to King George and President Taft, Earl Beauchamp rose 
and said: “I have a command from the King to say that 
His Majesty wishes to send a hearty .welcome to. the 
officers and men of the American Squadron.- He hopes 
that-everything will be done te: make their stay in British 
waters as pleasant as possible. His Majesty knows from 
experience during his service afloat the warm hospitality 
that has always been shown to the British navy by their 
comrades of the American Navy.” 

Lord Loreburn, the. Lord High Chancellor, proposed 
the health of the American naval officers and read a letter 
from the Right Hon. Reginald McKenna, First Lord of 
the Admiralty, regretting that a surgical operation pre- 
vented him from attending the luncheon. ‘The Lord 
Chancellor, after apologizing for the bad weather, ex- 
pressed his regrets at the “domestic circumstances” which 
alone prevented “all the leading men of State from being 
present.” ° 

Rear Admiral Vreeland, commander of the Second 
Division of the Battleship Fleet, in replying to the 
speeches of Earl Beanchamp and Lord Loreburn, ex- 
pressed the thanks of the officers for the King’s message. 
He referred with pride to the around the world trip of 
the American battleships, which had been mentioned by 
a previous speaker. He said. speaking of the American 
Navy, that it was chiefly lacking in auxiliaries, such as 
fast scout torpedoboats and destroyers, but an effort had 
been made, he said. to compensate for this shortage, in 
the matter of shooting, coal consumption and personnel. 
He added: “We thank vou for this generous and unigue 
reception, and are especially grateful.to His Majesty for 
his kind thovght in sending a message to us.” 

The company made a tour of the Houses of Parliament. 
Among those present at the luncheon were Vice Admiral 
Prince Lonis of Battenberg and many British admirals, 
vice admirals.and rear admirals. 

After the luncheon Ambassador Reid sent the following 
despatch to King George: “Admirals Vreeland and 
Howard and the officers of the American Navy wish me 
to say how honored and gratified they feel at the receipt 
of Your Majesty’s gracious message at the moment when 
they are the guests of the government at the capital of 
the mother country, especially when they remember that 
it comes from the Sailor King.” 

Vice Admiral Sir William Henry May; commander of 
the British channel fleet, gave an enjoyable dinner at 
Portland, England, Dec. 11, to the officers of the Amer- 
ican battleships on board his flagship, the Dreadnought. 

There was. a violent storm in the harbor of Brest on 
Dec. 13, but the Minnesota, Idaho, Mississippi and Ver- 
mont held firm, while the French armored cruiser, the 
Edgar Quinet, was driven on the beach. She was floated 
later by tugs. The municipal theater at Brest has been 
put et the disposal of the division, one hundred seats for 
each performance being reserved, and both officers and 
men have attended. 

Rear Admiral Schroeder, the captains and wardroom 
officers of the battleships of the First Division of the 
Fleet made official calls, afloat and ashore, on Dec. 10 
at Cherbourg. Vice Admiral Kiesel, with his chief of 
staff, Rear Admiral Cros, called on Rear Admiral 
Schroeder on. board the flagship Connecticut. Brigadier 
General Amar, General Villaret, the Mayor of Cherbourg 
and the Sub-Prefect also called upon Rear Admiral 
Schroeder and the captains. Admiral Kiesel, Maritime 
Prefect of Cherbourg, gave am official-dinner on Dec. 15 
to Rear Admiral Schroeder and the captains of the First 
Division. 

A fatal explosion occurred in the coal bunkers of the 
battleship North Dakota at Cherbourg Dec. 14, and 
Seaman Henry Evans was.terribly burned, and died soon 
after receiving his injuries. He was buried with military 
honors Dec. 15. This is the second fatality on board the 
North Dakota, the first one, off Old Point Comfort on 
Sept. 8, when by some defect of the fuel oil arrangement 
there was an explosion. Captain Gleaves ordered the 
boiler rooms flooded, and three men were. caught and 
drowned. Several other men were injured. On Nov. 5, 
1909, while the ship was on an endurance test off the 
New England coast a steampipe exploded in her boiler 
room and four men were badly hurt. 

One of the few cases of bad behavior ashore was when 
a fireman, Hunt, of the South Carolina, of the Second 
Division of the fleet, was arrested on Dec. 14 at Dor- 
chester, accused of entering the Dorchester school while 
intoxicated and attacking the schoolmistress. The man 
then jumped from a top story window and. had a remark- 
able escape from death. When he was arrested a number 
of stolen cuins were found in his possession. 





VARIOUS .NAVAL ITEMS. 

The Fifth Division of the Atlantic Fleet, under Rear 
Admiral S. A. Staunton, consisting of the armored 
eruisers Tennessee, North Carolina, Montana and Wash- 
ington, began battle practice and maneuvers on the 
Southern Drill Grounds, off the Virginia Capes, Dec. 13, 
with an icy wind blowing thirty-five miles an hour from 
the north. The weather was bright and the sea moderate. 

The U.S.S. Paducah has been assigned to surveying 
duty on the Central American coast, and will sail from 
Hampton Roads about Jan..1 to that station. She will 
be based on Colon. The surveying season will be from 
February to July, inclusive. ; 

The U.S.S. Dubuque will relieve the Tacoma on the 
Central American coast in January, after which the 
‘Tacoma will return to her. home yard, New York. The 
Dubuque is due to arrive on the Central American coast 
about Jan. 10. She sailed from Portsmouth, N.H., this 
week. The Wheeling will leave the Portsmouth Yard 
about Jan. 15 for the Caribbean, where she will relieve 
the Marietta. The Marietta will then return to the navy 
yard, Portsmouth. In April the Marietta and Petrel will 
relieve the buque and Wheeling, and the last named 
vessels will return North. .The -duty of .the Marietta, 
Wheeling, Dubuque.and Petrel will be arranged, as far 
as circumstances permit, to give each vessel three months 
South and three months North and making -passage to 
and from its station, esiivib tc: ate 

The North Carolina. will:remain at the navy yard, 
Portsmouth,; N.H.,. under repairs, -until Deci. 31. 

The Hannibal, now at Hampton Roads, -will proceed to 
Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, about Dec. 20 with a cargo of 
edal. "Phe vessel will then proceed to the following yards 


for duty in transhipping stores and spare parts belonging 
to ships assigned to new “home” s by the provisions 
of G.O. No: 71: Pensacola, Key West, Charleston, Nor- 
folk, Philadelphia, New York, Boston and Portsmouth. 

Orders have been issued for the cruiser Des Moines, 
now at Gibraltar, to proceed to Liberia to convey Dr. 
Roland P. Falkner to Monrovia, and to permit the com- 
manding officer of the Des Moines to make a general 
survey of the outlook in the republic. After touching at 
Monrovia the Des Moines will return to the United 
States, the Navy Department having decided to. abandon 
its Liberian station. 

The U.S.S. Sterett has been ordered placed in commis- 
sion at the navy yard, Boston, Mass., as soon as prac- 
ticable after delivery by the contractors. 

The Celtic, now at the navy yard, Boston, Mass., will 

leave for Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, with stores for the 
Atlantic Fleet, on Jan. 4, instead of on Jan. 8, as pre- 
viously announced. 
‘ A survey of the supply ship Glacier will soon be or- 
dered. It is said that the Glacier is in need of a new 
deck and a general overhauling. Her condition will not 
require any special legislation, as the repauirs can be 
made within the twenty per cent. limit fixed by the 
statutes. 

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer McCall during a trial 
on Dec. 10 made 33.04 knots over the measured mile on 
the Government’s testing range at the entrance to Dela- 
ware Bay. The vessel is one of the new oil burning 
eraft of the Navy, using the Koerting system of oil 
firing. The McCall had a twelve-hour endurance run 
Dee. 8 and a four-hour test at thirty knots an hour on 
Dec. 9. At her builder’s trial the McCall made 32.56 
knots an hour. 

An intake valve of the engines of the U.S. submarine 
boat Grampus exploded at Coronado, Cal:, Dec. 10, and 
injured Chief Electrician Herman Ley, who sustained a 
fractured skull, and the two others hurt were B. B. 
Cooke. who was badly bruised, and P. M. Moul, cut and 
bruised. The Grampus was pulling alongside the wharf 
at Coronado from a practice spin when the valve, which 
was defective, exploded. Ley sustained the brunt of the 
explosion, which came when the motor was switched on 
to start the engine which supplies the motive power of 
the craft. A piece of the valve struck him in the face. 
First aid was applied as soon as possible, and the injured 
were removed to the parent ship Iris. : 

The U.S. Hydrographic Bulletin, issued by the Navy 
Department, reports that the U.S.S. Puritan, whieh 
sank after an experiment with explosives Nov. 16, is 
about 2,600 yards S. 35° E. (mag.) from Middle Ground 
Lightship, Chesapeake Bay, and heads about S.W., lying 
on an even keel. At half tide there is about eighteen 
feet of water forward, twenty to twenty-four feet at 
stern, six feet of water over after deck and three feet 
over forecastle. The Hydrographic Office also reports 
the following information concerning changes in the water 
front at the New York Navy Yard, East River, New 
York, received from the commandant of the station: A 
channel having a depth of thirty feet at low water has 
been opened between the Cob Dock and the coal wharf; 
the southeast end of the Cob Dock has been removed and 
the area dredged to a depth of thirty feet at low water; 
the channel southward of the Cob Dock is closed to 
vessels, the construction of a pier connecting the Cob 
Dock with the shore at a point near drydock No. 1 having 
been commenced.

The Brazilian government on Dec. 13 ordered the dis- 
missal from the naval service of the crews of the battle- 
ships Sao Paulo and Minas Geraes and other warships 
affected by the recent mutinies. These men since their 
surrender have been imprisoned in the fortress on 
Villegaignon Island. ‘The trouble with the mutineers 
appears to have been ended. The proclamation of a state 
of siege has simply suspended civil procedure for thirty 
days and in no way affects the public, it is reported, 
except that a news censorship is maintained and police 
passes are required of those who seek to enter or leave 
Rio Janeiro. 

Mrs. Larz Anderson, daughter of the late Commodore 
G. H. Perkins, U.S.N., after whom the U.S. torpedoboat 
destroyer Perkins was named, presented to that vessel 
on Dec. 13 at the navy yard, Charlestown, Mass. a 
statuette of her father. Mrs. Perkins, the widow of the 
Commodore, presented the crew -with a talking machine. 
Hamilton Perkins, brother of the Commodore, and. his 
wife were among the party. Lieut. Comdr. Nathan C. 
Twining, U.S.N., aid of Rear Admiral John C. Fremont, 
U.S.N., met the party upon their arrival at the yard and 
escorted them to the destroyer. Lieut. Comdr. Joel R. 
P. Pringle, U.S.N., commanding the Perkins, was host 
of the party. 

Sailors and marines from the navy yard, Washington, 
D.C., the Mayflower and the Dolphin- and the Marine 
Barracks enjoyed a musical entertainment of the highest 
order on the night of Dec. 8. arranged for them by Chap- 
lain. G. Livingston Bayard, U.S.N., on duty at Washing- 
ton, D.C. The great star was the famous boy soprano, 
Wilfred Laurier Morison, of Canada. Miss Gertrude 
Carroll, Miss Edythe Wurdeman, the regular church 
soloists at the navy yard church: Mr. Walter Gilliam 
and Mr. Harry Campbell, of Washington, were the other 
artists who gave the sailors and marines a musical treat 
mever to be forgotten. Madam Oldberg’ played the 
accompaniments beautifully, and the orchestra of the 
U-8.S. Mayflower, led by Bandmaster Schultz, rendered 
eight numbers, to the delight of all present. The audience 
was not only large and enthusiastic, but it was very 
appreciative.- A number of officers, with their families 
and friends,:came in to enjoy the music. 

One of the 6-inch guns on the U.S. armored cruiser 
Pennsylvania burst at the muzzle Dec. 14 while the ship 
was at target practice on the Pacific coast. There were 
no casualties. Rear Admiral Barry, commanding the 
Pacific Fleet. reported the accident to the Navy Depart- 
metn from Mare Island. e gun was an old one, un- 
hooped at the muzzle. ;

The exception of the paymaster’s clerks acting as principal 
clerks to general storekeepers at navy yards and naval stations 
is recommended by the Navy Department, in that their. status 
is an anomalous one and of doubtful legality, as they occupy 
positions in both the civil and naval services, deriving benefit 
from both, and thus have special privileges above their fellows 
in the Navy. This present status is believed to be detrimental 
to the best interest of the Government and of the naval service, 
in that it prevents the Department from having these paymaster’s 
clerks perform the sea service which is necessary for their 
efficiency, and deprives the general storekeeper of a yard or 
station of the privilege of nominating his clerks, which privilege 
is enjoyed’ by all other paymasters in the Navy who are entitled 
by law to the services of a paymaster’s clerk. The Commission 
concurs in the recommendation of the Department. 

The exception of civilian professors, instructors and teachers in 
the U.S. Naval Academy at Annapolis is merely stricken out of 
that part of the schedule pertaining to the War Department and 
inserted under the new heading, “Navy Department,’ where it

The strike at the works of James Shewan & Son, Brooklyn, 
where the revenue cutter Algonquin has been undergoing ex- 
tensive repairs for the past several. months, has been called 
off, and the work on.sthe Algonquin resumed. It is expected 
that the work will now be pushed to an early completion, so 
that the vessel may return to her station, San. Juan, P.R., 
at an early date. 

The revenue cutter Manning, which has been at Astoria, 
Ore., has been ordered to Portland to undergo minor repairs. 

The Yamacraw at Charleston, S.C., is undergoing repairs 
to her steam machinery. 

The Pamlico sailed from Newbern, N.C., on Nov. 30 ‘for 
Ocracoke to render assistance to a tug which was reported 
disabled in that vicinity. 

The, commanding officer of the Onondaga, Capt.. John 0. 
Cantwell, reports the destruction of. a quantity of wreck- 
age on Nov. 28, about. three miles east of Diamond Shoal 
Lightship, which has been a constant menace to navigation in 
that vicinity for some time. The clearance of the .wreck- 
age was accomplished by the use of gunecotton mines, which 
the crew of the. Onondaga placed over the obstruction after 
a perilous battle with the rough and running sea that pre- 
vailed at that time. Some idea of the extreme danger en- 
countered in this instance may be deducted from the fact that 
it was necessary to pour oil upon the troubled waters while 
lowering and picking up the boats and while the guncotton 
was. being lowered to the wreck, 

The revenue cutter Mohawk arrived at Newport, R.I., Dec. 
3, with the fishing sloop Theresa of Providence in tow. The 
Mohawk found the little fishing craft on the night of Dee. 2 
southeast of Block Island, with her steering gear disabled, and 
took her in tow. 

The revenue cutter Gresham, Capt. P. H, Uberroth, on 
Dec. 2 sighted the distress signals set on. the three-masted 
schooner John 8S. Beacham, three miles northeast of Race 
Point, Mass: Tle wind was blowing a gale at the time and 
the air was thick with snow when the lifeboat of the cutter 
was dropped overboard in command of Gun, Carl Johansson 
and a volunteer crew of six men. They worked through ‘the 
heavy seas, and made fast a hawser from the Gresham to the 
schooner. . Gunner Johansson and his men boarded the 
schooner, where they found Captain Burgess and his crew of 
four fighting bravely atthe two pumps under most trying 
conditions because of the extreme weather and the icy waves 
which were almost constantly breaking over the decks. The 
Beacham’s men were on the edge of exhaustion from cold 
when the men from the Greahann boarded the schooner. The 
cutter’s men replaced them at the’ pumps, and the schooner 


“was towed to Boston, after a hard battle with the waves. 


The revenue cutter Morrill, stationed at Detroit, Mich. was 
ordered out of commission, on Dec. 8, and the Tuscarora at 
Milwaukee, Wis., on the 10th. A portion of the crews of these 
cutters will be transferred to the Revenue Cutter Service de 
at South “Baltimore, and later will be assigned to duty on the 
Algonquin, which was recently overhauled extensively at the New 
York Navy Yard. The officers of the Morrill and Tuscarora will 
be. assigned to vessels now cruising on the East Coast.

EXTRA ARMY OFFICERS FOR MILITIA DETAIL. 


S. 9331, Mr. Dick—tTo increase the efficiency of the Or- 
ganized Militia, and for other purposes. That upon the re- 
quests of the Governors of the several states and territories 
concerned, the President may detach officers of the active 
list of the Army from their proper commands for duty as in- 
spectors and instructors of the Organized Militia, as follows, 
namely: Not to exceed one officer for each state, territory, 
and the District of Columbia; not to exceed one additional 
officer for each division, brigade, regiment, separate bat- 
talion of Infantry, or its equivalent of other troops: Pro- 
vided, That line officers detached for duty with the Organ- 
ized Militia under the provisions of this act, together with 
those detached from their proper commands, under the pro- 
visions of law, for other duty the usual period of which ex- 
ceeds one year, shall be subject to the provisions of Sec. 27 
of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, with reference to details to the 
staff corps, but the total number of detached officers made 
subject to the provisions of this section by this act shall not 
exceed six hundred and twelve: And provided further, That 
the number of such officers detached from each of the several 
branches of the line of the Army shall be in proportion to 
the authorized commissioned strength of that branch; they 
shall be of the grades first lieutenant to colonel, inclusive, 
and the number detached from each grade shall be in pro- 
portion to the number in that grade now provided by law 
for the whole Army. 

Sec. 2. That the vacancies caused or created by this act 
in the grade of second lieutenant shall be filled in accord- 
ance with existing law, one-fifth in each fiscal year until 
the total number of vacancies shall have been filled: Pro- 
vided, That hereafter vacancies in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant occurring in any fiscal year shall be filled by appoint- 
ment in the following order, namely: First, of cadets gradu- 
ated from the U.S. Military Academy during that fiscal year; 
second, of enlisted men whose fitness for promotion shall 
have been determined by competitive examination; third, of 
candidates from civil life between the ages of twenty-one 
and twenty-seven years. 

Sec. 3. That the President is authorized to make rules 
and regulations to carry the provisions of this act into effect.

Provides that commissioned officers of the Or- 
ganized Militia shall receive for their services, other than 
at annual encampments or in case of riot, insurrection, or 
invasion, certain percentages of the annual rate of pay for 
officers of like grade in the Army. All officers below the 
“grade of general officers, including officers of the Medical 
Corps serving with troops, 15 per centum, and an additional 
5 per centum to the commanding officers of all companies, 
troops, and batteries; general officers and officers of staff de- 
partments serving with general officers, 5 per centum: Pro- 
vided, That each such officer shall have performed at least 
75 per centum of the duties prescribed by statutes or in 
orders by the commander-in-chief of his state or territory 
or the commanding general of the Organized Militia of the 
District of Columbia, excepting for services hereinbefore ex- 
cluded: Provided further, That no officer shall be entitled to 
such compensation until he shall have passed such examina- 
tion as shall be prescribed for officers of that grade by the 
Secretary of War and the National Militia Board. 

Sec. 2. Each enlisted man of the Organized Militia shall 
receive for his services, other than at annual encampments or 
in case of riot, insurrection, or invasion, 25 per centum of 
the annual rate of pay for enlisted men of like grade in the 
Army of the United States as is now or may be hereafter 
established by law for attendance upon forty-eight drills or 


equivalent military duty prescribed by statutes or in orders 
by the commander-in-chief of his state or territory or the 
commanding general of the District of Columbia during any 
one* year, or a proportionate amount for attendance upon 
any number of drills or equivalent military duty not less than 
twenty: Provided, That no compensation shall be paid for at- 
tendance at less than twenty such drills or equivalent mili- 
tary duty: Provided further, That the compensation provided 
for herein shall be computed and paid semi-annually as pro- 
portioned above: And provided further, That no compensa- 
tion hereunder shall be paid to any enlisted man, except non- 
combatants, in the first year of his enlistment unless and until 
he shall have made a record score with the prescribed weapon 
of his arm of the Service, nor thereafter unless and until 
he shall have fired the prescribed course or such equivalent 
as shall be prescribed by the Secretary of War and the Na- 
tional Militia Board. 

Sec. 3. That all disbursements under the provisions of the 
preceding sections shall be made on or before the 15th day 
of June and December of each year. 

Sec. 4. That stoppage may be made against the compensa- 
tion payable to any officer or enlisted man hereunder to 
meet the cost of public property lost or destroyed by and 
chargeable to such officer or enlisted man.

That there is hereby established a Council of Na- 
tional Defense, consisting of the Secretary of War, who shall be 
president of the council, the Secretary of the Navy, the chair- 
man of the Finance Committee of the Senate, the chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee of the Senate, the chairman of the 
Naval Affairs Committee of the Senate, the chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee of the House of Representatives, the 
chairman of the Military Affairs Committee of the House of 
Representatives, the chairman of the Naval Affairs Committee of 
the House of Representatives, the Chief of the General Staff of 
the Army, the aid for operations of the fleet of the Navy, the 
president of the Army War Oollege, and the president of the 
Navy War College. 

Sec. 2. That said council shall determine a general policy of 
national defense and shall recommend to the President, for 
transmission to Congress, such measures relating to the national 
defense as it shall deem necessary and expedient. 

Sec. 3. That said council shall meet at least once in each 
calendar year on such date or dates as it shall fix: Provided, 
That special meetings may be called by the president of the coun- 
cil: And provided further, That any member of the Cabinet, any 
Senator, any Representative, and any officer of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, or Militia, may be called for consultation at any 
meeting of the council. 

Sec. 4. Appropriates $20,000, to be available until expended.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Dec. 15, 1910. 
Mdsn. S. F. Maury, of the third class, has been admitted 
to the naval hospital suffering with typhoid fever, the twenty- 
eighth case in the brigade. Mdsn. Fletcher Blakely, of the 
third class, admitted to the hospital on Dec. 10, it is sus- 
pected may be ill with typhoid. Mrs. Smith, wife of Yeoman 
Smith, U.S.N., stationed here, was taken to the naval hospital 





Sunday. It is reported she is suffering with typhoid fever. 
Surg. A. M. D. McCormick, senior medical officer at the 
Academy, was in Washington on Saturday in consultation 


with the medical authorities. The board appointed by the Navy 
Department to examine into the cause of the typhoid fever 


convened at the Academy December 13. Its members 
are Med. Inspector John M. Edgar, Surg. Charles St. J. 
Butler and Surg. Edward G. Parker. Surgeon Butler 


is an expert bacteriologist. The board appointed by Super- 
intendent Bowyer and headed by Surgeon McCormick re- 
ported the typhoid was due to a temporary supply of milk 
which was discontinued on Nov. 8. This conclusion, reached 
several weeks ago, has been confirmed by the fact that but 
one case developed last week, that of a midshipman who was 
the roommate of one of the earliest patients, and who, un- 
doubtedly, had typhoid conveyed to him by the first mid- 
shipman. 

The Navy Department has approved the finding of a board 
appointed to investigate the recent illness among the mid- 
shipmen, that the sickness was due to some one placing salt 
in various articles of food, particularly in the sugar. While 
it is found that there is no evidence of deliberate action on 
the part of anyone, the board recommends that the resigna- 
tion of Cornelius Ridgley, the steward, be requested, it being 
held that he should have discovered the salt. Ridgley has 
stated that he would resign when requested. He has denied 
absolutely all along that he had been guilty of any miscon- 
duct or carelessness, He is a member of a most respected 
colored family and has always borne a good reputation. 

Lieut. Comdr. Harris Laning, U.S.N., secretary of the 
Navy Athletic Association, has stated positively that no one 
connected with the Navy or authorized to act for it had taken 
any steps looking toward securing a park in New York as 
the location of the next Army-Navy football game. Oom- 
mander Laning expressed the opinion that New York could 
not be considered a possibility, as it was too far from An- 
napolis for the midshipmen to make the trip, see the game 
and return to Annapolis that evening. Washington, he stated, 
was equally out of the question from the standpoint of the 
Military Academy. 

At the meeting of the Navy Athletic Association at An- 
napolis on Dec. 20 no doubt the arrangement for next year’s 
game will be discussed and a committee appointed to look 
for grounds for next year. The triangular agreement to 
which the Naval and Military Academies and the University 
of Pennsylvania were parties covered three years, and came 
to an end this season. Consequently a new agreement must 
be made with the Military Academy, and then the question 
of where the game shall be played will be settled. It can 
be said that the Navy desires the game to be played on 
Franklin Field again, and the only possible reason for a 
change is the necessity of securing more seats. The rela- 
tions with the University of Pennsylvania have been most 
pleasant.

eral. By the act of the Maryland legislature, at its last ses- 
sion, ® proprietor was made absolutely responsible for a sale on 
his premises in violation of the law. The present case is the 
first under the new law. The midshipman will be punished 
by the infliction of a number of demerits and the deprivation 
of all liberty for an indefinite period.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


SQUADRON A, N.Y.—MAJOR O. B. BRIDGMAN. 
Brig. Gen. William Verbeck, the Adjutant General, N.G.N.Y., 
reviewed Squadron A, under command of Major O. B. Bridgman, 
in its armory on the night of Dec. 14, and also witnessed a num- 
ber of finely executed drills by the several units of the squadron. 


General Verbeck represented Governor White, who was unable 
to accept the review on account of the death of a relative. The 
work of the officers and men in the inadequate riding ring is de- 
serving of the highest praise, and they displayed admirable con- 
trol of their mounts in the small space. Even with the reduc- 
tion of the strength of the several troops for the occasion the 
officers and men were packed like sardines, and that they man: 
aged to maneuver at a walk, trot and gallop with such expert- 
ness under the circumstances is ample testimony to the thor- 
oughness of the instruction. Owing to the limited space in the 
drill hall the squadron can only form mounted, with not more 
than one-third of the strength of each of the four troops. Gen- 
eral Verbeck, who is himself a skilled horseman, paid the squad- 
ron a high compliment for its varied exhibitions, and he said 
it was a magnificent display in the small riding ring, which was 
designed for a single troop, instead of four. General Verbeck 
fully realized the need of larger quarters for the squadron. 
Promptly at 8:30 o'clock, the time set, Adjutant Alfred R. 
Whitney, jr., formed the squadron in line for evening parade. 
This ceremony was under command of Capt. Frank R. Outer 
bridge, of Troop 2, and this was followed by the review of 
the squadron by General Verbeck, with Major Bridgman in com- 
mand, both ceremonies being very handsome. A short squadron 
drill followed the review. The drills by details from the several 
troops came next, and showed off the practical work of the 
troopers to great advantage. First Sergeant Martin put Troop 1 
through snappy troop drill at a trot and gallop, and handled 
his men like a veteran. The machine-gun drill of Troop 3, 
under command of Sergeant Sheldon, was a fine piece of work. 
The detail had a Colt automatic gun strapped to a horse, while 
four pack horses each carried two boxes of ammunition. In 
firing the gun, which was mounted on a tripod, was unpacked 
and fired in twelve seconds. This was the first exhibition of 
the machine-gun detail. The other clever exhibitions were a 
drill by Troop 2, under Captain Outerbridge, commands by 
whistle and signal, rough riding by Troop 3, under Capt. 
William R. Wright, and a drill of Troop 4, under Lieut. Emer- 
son R. Newell, in which the troopers dismounted and fought the 
supposed enemy on foot. Aids of the Governor's staff, with 
General Verbeck were Majors Dyett, Bigelow and Foster, Cap- 
tains Simmons, Healy, Fearn, Ingraham and Stetesbury. They 
and other special guests were entertained after the exercises. 

The enlisted men of the squadron surprised Major Bridgman 
by presenting him with a handsome silver punch bowl] as a 
token of esteem. With the bowl was a very pretty letter from 
Sergeant Major Clarke, on behalf of the enlisted men. ‘The 
letter spoke of the high esteem in which the Major was held and 
of his success as a ©.0.

Answer: (1) e year’s residence after 
receipt of an honorable discharge entitles to full citizenship. 
(2) Must be citizen of the United States or of the Philippine 
Islands. 

W. R. O.—The Utah will not go in commission for some 
months, as she is but ninety-two per cent. completed. She 
is building at Camden, N.J., and would probably be commis- 
sioned at Philadelphia. 

J. A. S.—One enlistment stripe for each three years of con- 
tinuous service. 

F. K. asks: My age is twenty-one years; I am an enlisted 
man since Nov. 1, 1908. Can I get admission to the Mili- 
tary Academy at West Point while I am in the Army? An- 
swer: Address the Superintendent, Military Academy, for 
circular of information. The specimen examination suggests 
to us that you could hardly be ready within the short time 
remaining before your twenty-second birthday, if. you received 
an appointment and purchased your discharge. It might be 
better for you to prepare yourself to secure a second lieuten- 
ancy from the ranks. See A.R. 30. 

J. R.—Re-enlistment in the Army is not dependent upon 
a perfect knowledge of any system of signaling, though men 
are enlisted in the Signal Corps as stated in A.R, 1575, ‘‘At 
the discretion of the Chief Signal Officer, in the class or grade 
for which they are competent and in which there is a va- 
cancy.’’ 

X. Y. Z.—Congressional medals of honor are awarded to 
officers and men for particular deeds of most distinguished 
gallantry in action. The badges you mention, the Spanish 
War and Philippines, are awarded in accordance with G.O.

M. L. C.—Prior Army service does not have any bearing 
upon the rating of a man who enlists in the Navy. The low- 
est pay is. $17.60 a month, for an apprentice or a landsman. 
Promotions to petty officer grades are rapid. A man’s ad- 
vancement in the Navy is not a question of vacancies, but 
depends upon his capabilities and his willingness to work for 
something higher up. Write to the Bureau of Navigation for 
a copy of ‘‘The Making of a Man-o-Warsman.’’ 

L._D. asks: What date did the 19th Infantry: arrive in 
the Philippine Islands in 1899? Answer: Sailed on the 
Tartar from San Francisco July 24, 1899. The Army and 
Navy Journal of Aug..26, 1899, said: ‘‘The Army transport 
Tartar has arrived at: Manila.’’ 

A. M. R.—See G.O. 13, 1909, for regulations: governing 
purchase of discharge. 

_ M. G. asks: (1) My height is 5 feet 8% inches in stock- 
ing feet; am I eligible for a government position? (2) May 
20, 1911, will be five years that I am in this. country, and 
April 6, 1911, my term of enlistment’ expires. Can’ I attain 
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my second citizen papers when discharged? Answer: (1) 
Your size is no disqualification for a Civil Service position. 
Address Civil Service Commission, Washington, D.C., for a 
manual of examinations. (2) Any court officer of the United 
States can inform you.as to citizenship. One year’s residence 
after an honorable discharge entitles you.to naturalization. 

CORPORAL ‘‘SMITH’’.—See A. R. 271, ‘‘A non-commis- 
sioned officer may be reduced * * * on the recommenda- 
tion of the company commander.’’ The C.O. is not required 
to give a reason, but in this connection also read Article of 
War No. 30. 

M. E. R.—Enlisted men discharged without honor ‘*by 
reason of desertion’’ are not entitled to travel pay. If your 
discharge without honor had been simply ‘‘account of own 
misconduct,’’ you would have been entitled to travel pay. 
You have no claim. 

R.. J. H.—Enlisted men who have less than four months to 
serve are not taken with their respective companies to the 
Philippines without discharge and re-enlistment. In the event 
of their not so re-enlisting they would be transferred to some 
other regiment, according to the needs of the Service. A 
man would hardly be allowed to choose his own regiment for 
this short term, An enlisted man after signifying his inten- 
tion to re-enlist to his company commander so as to get the 
transportation back to his place of enlistment, cannot ge to 
any other regiment he may choose after re-enlisting. The 
enlisted men of the 24th Regiment who do not want to re- 
enlist for the 24th Infantry will not be carried as far as San 
Francisco and left there, but will be transferred before the 
regiment leaves Madison Barracks.
